ALL is reported quiet in Jaffa, although in other parts of the 
country, notably in.the Colony of Petach Tikvah, there have |! 
disturbances. They were, however, 
faint echoes of the Jaffa trouble. That-deplorable affair is still un- 
explained in its origin, and although an enquiry into the whole 
matter may possibly detect its cause, it is more than probable that 
the most drastic search will not reveal the exact facts which led up 
to the affray. 
ditficult to trace the beginnings of such an imbroglio. We imagine 
that it must be harder among Eastern peoples where imagina- 
tion and racial hatred form such forcefulelements, None the less, 
we await with no small anxiety the report of the Commission which 
the High Commissioner has set up. We trust that if will not be 
unduly delayed and that it will be made public. The information 
which it is bound to contain cannot fail to be of the utmost 
value to those who would estimate and understand the conditions 
prevailing in Palestine, and amid which the Jowish National 
renaissance there must have its existence,if it is to exist aft all, 
Too much cannot be made known to Jews about Palestine now that 
ite rebuilding by Jews for Jews is the settled policy of the future of 
the country. The Jaffa affray has been attributed to Jewish 
Communists—-whether they were the original aggressors or the 
objects of the aggression of another Jewish party, which thus started 
the lamentable affair, is not said. But in either case3there is the 
suggestion of internecine Jewish strife, of which the Arabs would, 
of course, take full advantage, even if their part had not been pre- 
arranged (as we have all along suspected really happened) by enemies 
of Jewish National effort. Apart from this aspect of the matter, it 
will be discouraging in the extreme if it be found that Jews have 
been so intolerant of the opinions of their fellow-Jews as to have 
brought upon all in common such a disaster as that of the Jaffa out- 
break. Even those who hold Communist views, such as so many of 
us detest, are entitled to the peaceable enjoyment of their rights so 
long as they do nothing that abuses them. Intolerance of the sort 
to which we allude—at least it is so alleged—has cost our people 
deer for close on twenty centuries; and that was in reference to 
Communist ideas, and occurred, too, in Palestine. We regret to 
observe that immigration into the country has been stopped, even 
although but temporarily. For that measure may well be hailed as 
a triumph by Arabs who are opposed to Jewish National strivings, if 
not as an encouragement to further onslaughts upon Jews,

This sort of 
thing is neither fair to the Arabs, nor is it fair-play to the Jews; and 
the one as well as the other can be secured by no means so certainly 
as by candour and confidence. If the Government means the Jewish 
National implications of the BALrour Declaration, it is but fair to 
the Arabs to tell them so. If it does not, it is not fair-play to Jews 
to ask vast sacrifices of them on the tacit understanding that it does, 
It is for Mr. CHURCHILL to make matters crystal clear in his coming 
statement. If he neglects to, and timidly tries to shield himself 
from immediate difficulties by indulging in nothing but termino- 
logical inexactitudes, he will be laying up endless trouble for this 
country in Palestine, and ensuring the failure instead of contributing 
to the success, of the Zionist efforts there. 


Germany and the Allies. 

Tue German Government has accepted the terms of war repara- 
tion laid down by the last Conference of the Allies, and thereby 
removed one of the sources of the anxiety that is filling the world in 
general and this country in particular. Whether Germany will 
ever be able to fulfil the terms is of course an entirely different 
question, equally as is the further one whether payment by her of 
these vast gums will not if made prove more damaging to the 
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countries to whom she acknowledges herself debtor than to herself, 
But this is not to argue that Germany ought not to pay compensa- 
tion for some of the ruin and destruction which she caused by war, 
or that what she has now to pay is not just, so far as justice can be 
practically invoked in such a matter. It is the stake for which she 
gambled countless lives and the peace and well-being of the world, 
and she would have compelled payment of it to the uttermost 
farthing if she had won. In any case what is demanded of her, and 
to what she assents, is in accord with the Treaty of Versailles to which 
she was a party. She ought to know by now that treaties are signed 
to be observed. It may well be that the amount of reparation 
which Germany has now consented to is ridiculously out of propor- 
tion to her moral obligation. But she remains an integral part of 
Europe, and entirely to ruin her, while the process might still not 
balance her liability, would inevitably spell disaster to the rest of 
the Continent, England and France by no means excepted. The 
recognition of this fact does not imply sympathy with Germany, or 


a desire to let hei off cheaply. Mr. Liuoyvp GrorGce had somo 


scathing words ot bantering sarcasm, albeit of sense and 
wisdom, to say the other day of those who regard all who 
maintain sanity on the subject as pro-Germans; because pro- 


Germans, necessarily Jews; and because necessarily Jews, therefore 
enemies ofthecountry. Psalm-singing on Sunday is hardly alogical 
alternative to pogrom-shouting all the week round, observed the 
PRiME MINISTER. It is utterly illogical, if nothing worse, when the 
shouting is for the destruction of the people that provided the means 
for the singing, But such incOnsistency is the invariable character- 
istic of bigotry which is the chief element of anti-Semitism. 


The Board's Dilemma. 


THE Board of Guardians issued an appeal a few months ago for 
the sum of £100,000. The community responded by subscribing 
about a quarter of that amount, some £26,000 being gathered in as 
a result of strenuous endeavours on the part of the earnest men 
responsible for the administration of the charity and others who 
willingly proffered their aid. for the special purpose, It seems to 
have been thought that the Board's demand was more in the nature of 
n haggle than an appeal, that it named an amount it never hoped to 
get, and that a great deal less would satisfy it 
having bcen named so 


; the larger figure 
as to provide in advance for the inevitable 
bating down to which it was bound to be subjected. But the Board 
was not exactly selling fish in “The Lane ’—that is not its business. 
it is engaged in a constant endeavour to bring human souls out of the 
deep waters of penury and want, and there perhaps is the full extent 
of the possible analogy between its operations and the honourable 
vocation to which we have alluded, The Board really required 
every penny of what it- asked for, and the community, 
by knocking off the huge discount of 75 per cent., has 
left it in a fearful dilemma, in its struggle to deliver the 
goods in exchange for the net amount given it. On the 3ist of 
March, after swallowing up the £26,000, it was in deficit upon its 
Working expenses of upwards of £14,000, which amount is being 
steadily increased at the rate of £500 a week. An easy calculation 
will show that by the end of the year if not before—when the winter 
places its remorseless grip of perishing starvation upon the poor— 
the Board, the one cxisting rampart between our helpless brothers 
and sisters and death, will be in the throes of a bitter struggle with 
a deficit of about £25,000. Mutatis mutandis, the Beard will be, if it 


_ is not now, as financially crippled as are its clients; and you can no 


more get blood out of a stone than money for poor relief out ofa 
stoney-broken Board. | 


Charity Co-ordination. 

WHAT is to bedone? Well, the poor can be left to starve or to 
go to the poor-law authorities. That is a simple solution, but its 
consequences will surely be complex—and highly unpleasant 
especially to the rich among us. The reason is not far to seek and 
we pointed it out only very recently in our columns. There can be 
another appeal; but its result must be dubious, having regard to 
the facts that one was recently made, that it was practically a failure 
and that the economic conditions are infinitely less propitious now 
than when the previous appeal was launched. Why not as a further 
alternative set about instituting co-ordinate action by means of a 
General Communal Fund such as the JewisH CHRONICLE has 80 
insistently advocated? That might have two effects, both of which 
would tend to ease the position of the Board. A wide field of 
donations now lying fallow would be cultivated, and demands upon 
the communal purse which ought not be made would, through 
Some such united effort, become eliminated. For instamce, it is diffi- 
Cult to believe that with the Board of Guardians—or rather the poor 
at our own door, because it comes to that—compelled to get £25,000 
before « crust of bread to relieve sheer hunger can be obtained, the

FROM MY NOTE BOOK.

asan indication of the early return of the “ prodigal” chief. For my part I 
am convinced that the fact of its financial success will present itself as no 
good reason Dr. Hertz for foreshortening his tour, even if it does not 
appeal to hin) in a quite opposite direction. Our Chief Rabbi has great 
personal ambition, and his thirst for fame is not easily slaked. Having 
secured himself distinction as a Reise-Rabbi, it is but natural that he 
should desire to add to his laurels as a champion collector. And it is 
really difficult to see how in any more fitting way Dr. Hertz could possibly 
glorify his profession or the particular office he holds. 

Talking of Dr. Hertz’s journey to the Antipodes (and other places) I 
met an enthusiastic South Afrikander the other day who was bent 
on impressing me with the magnetic powers possessed by our Chief 
Rabbi for, as the South Afrikander put it, “getting at the 
pieces.” He told me that he was in a Transvaal town during the Chief 
Rabbi's visit, and was present at a War Memorial meeting addressed 
by him. “Dr. Hertz put it to the meeting straight and pat,” said my 
friend, “he told them he wanted £2,000 and that he did not mean to leave 
the town till he got it. Well,” exclaimed the South Afrikander to me, “the 
money was there ner! morning!” Ihave italicised the words which my 
friend emphasised, and somehow it occurs to me, the more I think about 


it, that what he said was one of those things that might well have been 
said differently |! 


An Indictment of Zionism. 


The article which appeared in the JEWISH CHRONICLE last week from 
the pen of Mr. Isaac Snowman, and which, if I may be permitted to say 
80, appealed to me as exceptionally well written, was about as painful a 
piece of reading as any I have encountered for many a long day. It may 
be all based on untruth and misconception, its facts may be all capable of 
easy explanation where they cannot be explained away, and the writer 
may have adopted a whoily erroneous view of what he wrote .about. 
Those are of course possibilities with every ex parte statement. 
Bat as. it stands, Mr. Snowman’s contribution to current Zionist 
discussion was a heavy indictment, not alone, as he seems to ‘suppose, 
against the Zionist Organisation, but really against the Zionist idea and 
the underlying principle of Jewish Nationalism. 


For Mr. Snowman tells us in effect that the migration into Palestine, 
éven under Zionist @gis and of those who profess and .call them- 
selves Zionists, has produced in Palestine economic conditions 


far removed from the ideals upon which a Jewish nation can be. 


built up there, and really analogous to those which distinguish our fellow- 
Jews in “other lands, and from which it was the mission that Zionism set 
itself to release them. These fellow-Jews have in short, according to Mr. 
Snowman, carried into Palestine and maintained there not Judaism but 
Ghettoism, and even that they have bereft of its chief adornment,the regard 
for and devotion to the Jewish faith and practice. The love of Zion, 
about which we have heard so much, fizzies out when there is a chance 
to exploit and derive as much (or more) mxterial profit from the operation as 


from work. The love of the land, the desire of the Jew te go back toe Mother > 


Earth, which has been a favourite L: ‘if in endless keys of numberless 
Zionist speeches, ends with the arrival in Palestine where the Jew is 
content to allow the Arab to till the soil which we claim as that of our 
fathers, and out of which yet even what Mr. Snowman calls a Jewish 
potato has not been derived. 


As I say, it may be all untrue. But if itis not, then there is no 
small indication that the spirit of Jewish Nationalism is very much 
below proof, that our people cannot become a nation because they 
have not the first essential, the national will to live as a Nation. 
It follows, therefore, that Zionist Congresses, speeches, manifestoes, 
Keren Hayesods, Shekel collections, sectgnal disputes, American 
secessions, Balfour Declarations; San Remo Proclamations, Herbert- 
Samuel-High-Commissioners—all the entrancing moving picture featuring 
the Jewish problem which has been showing this last twenty-five years 
is after all but a mere film, and nothing more substantial than a flashing 
unreality. It stands to reason and common sense that if the Jews won't 
show their desire to be a nation evem when they get into Palestine, by 
themselves forming a Jewish peasant class and yeomanry—if they still 
prefer to rely upon their clever brains and allow their limp muscles to 
remain slack in order to gain their livelihood—they might as well be left to 
work out their damnation in the Diaspora as be encouraged to seek 
salvation in a National Home. But there will surely be an answer to 
Mr. Snowman—an answer that will counter his facts and smash to 
smithereens his utterly disturbing conclusions. So we must suspend 
judgment—with patience, because with anxiety. 


The Sabbath Question. 


We Jews are not alone in having to deplore the constant and 
increasing neglect of Sabbath observance; althongh while on the one 
hand our circumstances expose us to greater difficulties in setting a day 
apart from the usual vocations and engagements of our lives, and devoting 
it to all for which the day of rest was ordained, on the other the Sabbath 
is Jewish, and Jews should be the last to dishonour it. The other day 
seme very striking words were used at the annual meeting of the Lord’s Day 
Observance Society, Sir Herbert Nield, K.C., M.P. declaring that the 
Christian Sabbath in this country was being everywhere sacrificed to an 


obsession for recreation which has seized every section of Society. To 
this he attributed “a distinct worsening of the morals in public life” 
and “a steady deterioration m the condact of the people.” If 
Sir Herbert is correct in his diagnosis, he at the same time 
pays a singularly valuable tribute to an essentially Jewish institution, 
and to the wisdom of those who have through ages endeavoured to 
preserve it. It wonld be interesting to enquire—if the matcrial were 
available—to what extent their growing disregard of the Sabbath 
day has affected the moral (in the true sense of the word) of 
Jews. Whenever the subject is alluded to, especially in the pulpit, 
Sabbath desecration is deplored because of its deteriorating effect upon 
religious or ¢ven synagoial adhesion. The point adumbrated by the 
Deputy-Chairman of the Middlesex magistrates occurs to me as being 


_ much more important when applied to our own Community. 


At the same meeting, the Rev. Thomas Phillips said two noteworthy 
things which I can here do not much more than merely note. “Sunday 
was the greatest casualty of the war,” he said, “and we have paid 
tremendously for it.” That was one thing. The other was: “The 


Churches themselves need re-converting. Onr Churches are not big . 


enough to produce a religion wi.ich will make selfish people unselfish.” 
Substitute “Sabbath” for “Sunday ” and “Synagogues ” for “ Churches,” 
and we have in the Rev. gentleman's words a veritable Joseph's store of 
food for reflection by Jews. If I were a preacher they would, I think 
easily, supply me with safficient material for at least a year's sermon’. 
For we cannot surely deny that the war played havoc with what Sabbath 
observance bad existed among us, and that selfishness is at the root of 
almost every trouble with which we Jews are afflicted—Religious, 
Economic, Charitable—what you will. 


By the Way. 


The anti-Semitic papers, chief among them the old lady of the Strand, 
have been asserting that the Coal Strike—is it a strike ?—was onginecred 
by Jews, and that a Jewish hidden-hand is dirccting all the trouble. 
This, of course, is sheer nonsense, thongh there are some who believe it 
even among our own people. Mr. Peloni Naar assured me the other day 


that he thought there may be something in it, because the iwiners are 


clamouring for Pool and Levy—" and of course,” he added, “ they must bo 
Jews!” 
Mr. Moscovitch’s son’s wife has, I observe, obtained a2 decree agrinst 


her husband for restitution of conjugalrights. The complaint was,-one 
not unconnected with this paper suggests, that Mr. Mescovitch’s son was 
a little, indeed, a too little, lover!

HUNGARY, 


Mr. Zangwill on Hungarian Anti-Semitism. 


Mr. Zangwill has sent the following letter in reply to an invitation 
from the Hungarian Peace Society to attend its twenty-fifth anniversary : 


7th May, 1921. 

DeAR Sik,—I have only just returned from the Continent after a long 
Btay, and cannot possibly participate in the celebration to which you so 
kindly invite me. But I rejoice to learn that in Hungary as elsewhere a 
group of fine spirits is working for the great ideal of peace on earth and 
goodwill toall men. In the co-operation of these groups lies the world's 
only hope. For the wars of the fuiure cannot be faced as lightly as were 
the wars of the past. Another great war, with its diabolically scientific 
efficiency, would mean the suicide of Europe. 

There are, however, internal wars whichare not less suicidal than 
international. One such, I regret to say, is raging in Hungary—the war 
agaiast the Jews. Up till recently, Hungary, by her treatment of her 
Jews, ranked among the most enlightened countries of Europe, and she 
had her reward in their ardent patriotism. This I know from personal 
experience, both from having visited Hungary some twenty years ago, 
and from my Presidency of a Jewish Organisation which had in Hungary 
one of its largest and. most enthusiastic branches. ‘hese friends of mine 
were, if anything, only too enthusiastic in their Magyarism. But 
Hungarians can hardly consider ita fault that men of another faith living 
happily amid them should be so devoted to the common country as 
almost to forget there wasany difference in their origin. That is the test 
of good government, to produce a passionate devotion, a love forthe mother. 
land. And what can be more valuable toa country than the absorption, 
heart and soul, even if body remain separate, of so gifted.a race as the 
Jewish? -. Even accepting the absurb accusation that all Jews are 
rich, it is not possible for a group to be rich with its riches fertilising the 
country, without its resources adding to the strength of the country. The 
position occupied by Lord Reading in England shows what profit a 
country can get out of wise treatment of its Jews—they are as valuable 
as its coal and iron: And anti-Semitism is as stupid as Turkey's old 
policy of refusing to let its mines be worked. Anti-Semitism, in fact, ‘is 
worse than a crime, itis a blunder.” One of your Budapest theatres has 
this very year been drawing large audiences to a play of mine—I could 
not help hoping that it would remind your fellow-countrymen that there 
were other uses for Jews than throwing them into. the Danube. I hope 
you will impress upon your Society, and your Society will impress tipon 
your country, that it is not until the outrages against the Jews cease that 
Hungary can take her old place in the respect of those Western groups 
with which you are affiliated, groups which, although minorities, are the 
cement that keeps civilisation from crumbling.

POLICE PARTICIPATION, 


WARSAW [F.O.C.] 

As a result of the Jewish May Day demonstration held with the per- 
mission of the authorities five hundred Jews were wounded in an attack 
on them by the. police and mob. ‘The secret police and the hooligans 
engineered a brutal attack on the Jewish Labour procession, and men, 
women, and children were cruelly beaten in the streets. A large number 
of the injured Jews are now in hospital. In addition, the Poalei- 
Zionist leader, Mr. Zrubovel, and about a hundred and fifty Jewish 
demonstrators were arrested. The streets bore evidence of the blood- 
shed during the assaults on the Jewish procession. The Polish Labour 
demonstration was not molested. All the evidence points to the

Refugee and Emigration Prob!ems. 
CONFERENCE IN PARIS. 


A European Sub-Committee of the Hebrow Immigrant Aid Society 
“ Hias” recently spent a few daysin Paris. During that time the Com- 


mittee held conferences and negotiated with various Central Jewish 


Relief Organisations regarding the present position of the Jewish emigra- 
tion. Among others, the Sub-Committee conferredalso with representatives 
of the Carlsbad Executive Committec, which was represented by Messrs. 
Motzkin, Bramson, Glaser and Efroikin, the representativ. sof the “ Hias” 
being Mr. Jacob Mazel, Mr. Adolf Held, Judge Pumm, and Mr. Meyerson, 
rom information read to the Conferencé by various members, 
it appears that the position of large numbers of Ukrainian refugees in 
Bessarabia, Poland, Volhynia, and Galicia is catastrophic, more espe- 
cially because of the exceedingly stringent demands of the American 
Consuls with regard to granting passports. » If the Jewish Organisations 
fail to transfer a considerable number of refugees from the above-men- 
tioned places the position will become hopeless. 5So far the local Govern- 
ments allow the Jews to stay on because they presume that the stay is a 
provisional one, and that the refugees will proceed to America and other 
countries which were named by them as their places of destination when 
they entered the countries where they are now, but as soon as these 
Governments know for a certainty that these refugees will not leave their 
countries, they will repatriate them to the places whence they came. 
The Conference came to the conclusion ‘that no improvement in the 
position can be achieved unless and until all the Central Relief Organisa- 
tions which are interested in refugee and eniigration questions will 


_ co-ordinate their activities in order to create new possibilities (from the 


point of view of finances and organisation) to divert Jewish emigration 
into new countries. The Conference decided to continue negotiations 
with other Jewish organisations not represented at that Conference. 

Mr. Jacob Mazel, who remained in Paris for a few days after the 
Conference, continued negotiations with various Central Jewish Organisa- 
tions, and succeeded in obtaining their consent to work in common.—

League of Nations and Jewish Refugees. : 
Panis [F.0.C.] 
Mr. Albert Thomas, the Director of the Labour Bureau of the League 
of Nations, bas interested himself in the problem of the Jewish refugees 
from Russia who are now at Constantinople, together with the refugecs 
of the Wrangel Government. He hopes, with the aid of the Alliance 
Israclite, to render them assistance. 


Bulgarian Jews and the Labour Law. 
SBorra [F.A.C.] 

During last year Bulgaria introduced legislature making State labour 
compulsory on all men and women. Men are compelled for one year to 
devote themselyes to such tasks as the construction of roads and the drain- 
age of marshes. The work-to be assigned to the womens has not yet been 
decided upon. The Central Consistory of the Bulgarian Jews drew the 
attention of the Ministry to the position of their coreligionists under this 
law, and the answer received was a striking example of the liberal and 
broadminded spirit that inspires the Bulgarian authorities. By a decree 
of the Council of Ministers, the personnel of the Consistory General, the 
members of the Rabbinical Courts, the Secretariat of tho Chief Rabbinate, 
the Presidents of the communities and of the educational committees 
are exempted from the provisions of the law. In addition, Jews were 
to be free from work on the Sabbath and Holydays, other days being 
substituted. Exemption was also granted to religious functionaries solely 
engaged in such work, and, within certain limits, to Shochetim. 


A Warning to Emigrants. 


The Hilfsverein der Deutschen Juden has received an intimation 
from the American Consu!-General in Montreal that a large number of 
immigrants from Easterm Europe are entering Canada with a view to 
procecding to the United States by the Canadian American Frontier. 
They are warned that this route is impossible to those whose passports 
bave not received the visa of the American representative in the country 
from which the emigrants originally come, and that the passports cannot 
be validated by the American Consulate-General in Canada. Emigrants 
are’ therefore warned not to attempt this method of entry into the States 
without taking the necessary precautions, 


Jewish Incurables in Holland. 


[AMSTERDAM F.O.C.] 

The Jewish community in Holland is at present seriously occupying 
itself in attempting to grapple with the problem of its aged and infirm, 
and for some time past an energetic band of workers has been giving a 
series of fancy fairs in some of the principal cities of the country. 
Recently such a fair was given for the first time in Amsterdam, andthe 
function was attended by considerably over a thousand guests, and the 
proceeds amounted to some nine thousand gulden. Last week the fair 
was repeated in Rotterdam, where it proved a great financial and social 
success. 

The purport of these functions is to bring home to the community at 
large the urgent necessity for the erection of a suitable building which 
could accommodate the large number of “Joodsche Invalide” in 


* this country who require institutional care and attention. It is 


now just ten years since the establishment of the Home for 
Jewish Incurables in Amsterdam, but the present accommodation 
is daily proving to be far too inadequate for the insistent needs of the 
poor, and in view of this strenuous efforts are being made to secure suffi- 
cient funds for the erection of a building more in accordance to with the 
needs of the community. As proof of the urgency for greater accommoda- 
tion, it need only be mentioned that the Committee have investigated some 
one hundred and fifty cases, all, by virtue of their age and infirmity, 
deserving admission. At present the total accommodation afforded is for 
seventy inmates, and these are accommodated in two separate houses ia 
the Nieuwe Keizersgracht, almost in the heart of the Amsterdam 
“ Ghetto.” 


Conference of American Rabbis. 


The thirty-second annual Convention of American Rabbis was held, 
this year, at Washington. Among the subjects discussed was Ford's anti- 
Semitic campaign and the means to counter it, Rabbi Leo Franklin, of 
Detroit, appealed to the Convention:to petition Congress to repeal that 
section of the National Prohibition Law which gives Rabbis the rights to 
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purchase and distribute wine for religious purposes. This view had 
abready been adopted in the Presidential Address, 

President Harding received the delegates, numbering nearly two 
hundred, at the White House. In welcoming them, he said that, though 
not of their faith, he appreciated the value of their work in raising tho 
moral standard of the community. Subsequently, the President and Mrs, 
Harding were photographed with the delegates.—J, C. PB. 


ABYSSINIA, 
The Falashas. 


Dr. Faitlovitch, who is now in Abyssinia, reports that he has succeeded 
Inorganising s veral Jewish schoolsin Dembea, The Board of Instructors 
of these schools is composed of. native Falashas who have received 
intensive training in Hebrew and theology, under the personal 
supervision of Dr. Faitlovitch. Dr. Faitlovitch has had a conference 
with the Crown Prince of Abyssinia, Ras Teferi, Regent of the 
Ethiopian Government, concerning the sccial and political conditions 
of the Falashas. . The Crown Prince took a great interest in the 
various proposals outlined by Dr. Vaitlovitch for the amelioration of the 
status of the Abyssian Jews, and it is hoped that he will grant permission 
to establish Jewish schools in Addis-Abeba, which will help to unite and 
develop the Jewish community there, and bring them into closer touch 
with the Arabian Jews of Yemen and Aden. . 

Dr. Faitlovite cought with him some medicaments, given by the 
Joint Distri tee, Which he distributed among the several 
communities. He is leavinyAddis-Abeba shortly to proceed to Asmara to 
resume negotiations with the\ltalian Colontal Government for the estab- 
lishment of a Jewish school among the Falashas of Erythrea.—J.C.B 


Franco-Swisq Litterateur Decorated.

Mr, Edmond Flegelheimer, who writes under the name of Edmond 

Fieg, and is a citizen of Switzerland, has been appointed Chevalier of the 

Legion of Honour in recognition of his services to French literature. Mr. 


’ Flegelheimer, who is distinguished both as a poet and a dramatist, is the 


author of several poems of Jewish interest, under the title of “ Ecoute, 
Israel!” He gained great success with a play last season, entitled “ La 
Maison da Bon Dieu.” It shows the glory of true national unity and 
sentiment, and the characters include ministers of the three religions— 
Jewish, Catholic, and Protestant—united through the war and living with 
the common object of alleviatirg the lot of the downtrodden and 
oppressed, 
- The Cross of Chevalier has also been bestowed on Mr. Schmoll, an 
advocate at Strasbourg and President of the Consistory of the Lower 
Rhine. 
Federation of Ukrainian Jews. 
REPORT ON GENERAL SITUATION, 

At a meeting of the Council recently held, the Secretary, Mr. A. M. 
Kaizer, presented a report on the. general situation and activities for the 
months of March and April. The report states, in part: 

UKRAINE.— Wholesale massacres have now disappeared, but have given place 
to no less horrible raids. by gangs of bandits who are still rabning amok all over 
the province,and new pogroms of a terrible nature have been perpetrated. The 
latest reports indicate that these new outbreaks have taken place in the province 
of Chernigov, where several Jews were killed, and those who managed to escape 
‘were the victims of other raids, Not a week passes in which a pogrom is not 


perpetrated. The Soviet Government, officially against the activities of these | 


gangs, seems helpless to prevent their criminal practices. Asa result of the 
unstable conditions, Dr, Rosenblatt states whole caravans numbering 15,000, 
20,000, or even 25,000 men, Women, and children can be seen wandering over the 
country, endeavouring to reach the Rumanian, Polish, or Austrian frontiers. 

ORPHAN PROBLEM.—More depressing .is the state of the great number of 
orphans, of whom 75,000 to 90,000 are suffering from scurvy. These orphans can 
be saved, asthe Soviet Government has undertaken to provide them with shelter 
and possibly with food. They are not ina position to equip the hostels with 
furniture, but, according to the reports by Mr. Herman Saltzman, each child 
could be fully equipped for the sum of £5 It has therefore been resolved to 
launch a campaign throughout the British Empire calling upen every Jewish 
household to provide for the equipment of a number of children, by donating 
£5 10s, for each child. The Executive Committee is now engaged in the 
preparations for this campaign, which will shortly be launched. In connection 
with this orphan problem, Mr. Isaac Ochberg, President of the Cape Jewish 
Orphanage, Cape Town, who has been active in raising huge sums for the 
pogrom orphans, has now reached London, and is proceeding to Poland in the 
endeavour to bring out as many orphans as he can to South Africa. 

POLAND.—The situation of the Ukrainian refugees in Poland has become 
more critical during the months in review, as 60,000 refugees are liable to be 
expelled. The Polish Government, it appears, has withdrawn some of its 
pledged concessions, and a new situation has thus arisen. The political signit- 
cance of the new situation has been considered, and the matter has been referred 
to the Joint Foreign Committee of the Board of Deputies. The £500 granted 
has already been received in Warsaw and spent on the transportation of 376 
refugees to Palestine. 

LESSARABIA.—As has been anticipated, the approach of filmer weather has 


- geen a greater wave of emigration into Bessarabia. According to the latest 


report from Dr. Schwartzman, the number of refugees has been increased from 
35,000 to 50,000. Dr. Schwartzman has appointed a special! secretary to deal with 
this important problem, and he is now engaged in compiling a list of the refugees, 
and is endeavouring to place them in touch with their relatives. 

EMIGRATION PROBLEM.—The Executive Committee have had several meet- 
ings with Mr. Saltzman concerning the emigration problem. They have 
considered the question of sending a representative to Soviet Russia and 
appointing one at Reval, for the purpose of carrying out the agreement which 

r. Saltzman made with the Soviet authorities in connection with the bringing 
out of the relatives from Russia, but owing to the departure of Dr. Jocheiman to 
Reval the matter is being deferred until his report on the whole situation will 
be presented. Apropos of this problem a conference will be held in Berlin 
shortly to which all! relief organisations are invited. The Executive Committee 
have decided to be represented at this Conference, in order to discuss this 
question in full. 

TRANSMIGRANTS.—The work of the Selene Sub-Committee has recently 
been much increased, and they have found it necessary to enlarge the number 
of their members, Messrs. Sblodover, Futrofsky, Zettler, YVernau, Katz and 
Singer being co-opted. The medical examination of rejected emigrants has 
necessitated the appointment of a doctor. The Committee has found it essential 
to appoict a paid official investigator who has commenced his duties. 

2 Olitical Press rropaganda Sub-Committee 
has been active in publishing a pamphlet'entitled '* The Ukraine Terror and the 
Jewish Peril,’? which comprises official documents relating to the pogroms. 
This Sub-Committee has acquired a number of copies of ‘*‘ The Slaughter of the 
Jews in the Ukraine in 1919,"’ by Dr. Elias Heifetz, and ‘The Jewish Destruc- 


tion in the Ukraine,” by L. Chasanovitch. These will be distributed to the 


ress and to men of politica) influence. The Black Book compiled by the Jewish 
delegations in Paris is now in the hands of the Committee, and it is hoped that 
it will be published in English shortly for-cireulation. 
FINANCIAL PROPAGANDA.—A good financial propaganda{campaign was 
carried out on the arrival of Mr. Saltzman. successful mass meeting was held 
at the Pavilion Theatre, when a substantial: sum was collected, and many 
people pledged themselves to adopt one or more children, by providing the 
money for their equipment. The audience also prongs a levy of ld. per loaf of 
bread toaccrue to the funds of the Federation. r. Saltzman’s visit toGla

“resulted in 110 children being adopted on the spot, while the Community pledged 


themselves tocare for 300. With the approach of the Passover Festivals letters 
of appeal were addressed to all Jewish congregations in the United Kingdom, 
asking them to devote their offerings to the relhef of Ukrainian sufferers, and in 
midition each mivister was asked to support the appeal in his sermon, 
Reports so far show that considerable sums have been realised. 

FINANCIAL PosrtTion.—The iacome for the months of March and April was 
£485 and £1,471 respectively, which, compared with that of the previous month, 
that amounted to nearly £1,090, is certainly not very high. tlowever, taking 
into consideration the intervening Passover holy days, and the genera! trade 
depression, these amounts should be considered quite satisfactory.

The Ukrainian | Massacres: 
A Day of Mourning. 


From Rabbi I. J. YOFFEY, 5, Moreton Avenue, Chectham, 
Manchester. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 

SIR.—It was reported in your last issue that there have been further 
massacres of our brethren in the Ukraine—missacres of a far more 
terrible nature than before. Sach reports must sarely mike the blood 
boil of every civilised human being whose heart is not of stone. - Innocent 
communities are callously wiped off the face of the earthin their entirety. 
Never throughout our history have there been committed such barbaric 
atrocities. The European nations—ithat claim to figat for hamanity— 
view with indifference this terrible carnage. Thousands of men, women, 
and children are living—dying rather—in utter pandemonium, in heil let 
loose. their. blood rans like water, and their cricy are heartrending. 
But this does not concern the “civilised” nations. Stranger still is 
the apathy of those of our owa brethren who enjoy freedom and 
security in countries like England and America. They are not moved 
to take active steps which may effectively en, or at least diminish, the 
sufferings of our brethren. Hereand there we notice an occasional flicker 
of perturbation, or hear expressions of sympathy. But there the matter 
begins andends. These sigas of grief areas bubbles on the surface of the 
ocean-——they burst quickly, without leaving any trace. 

And our communal leaders are comparatively dormant. Where are 
the Deputies? What has bec of the Anglo-Jewish Association? Have 
they exhausted all their resources, have they no means of influencing 
those who might intervene and cry halt to the demon of destruction? 
“Is there no balm in Gilead, is there no physician?” At least, if we 
have not the might of Esau, westill have the voice of Jaco»; and we can 
use that voice, as in the past, to arouse our own conscience, and that of 
the nations at large. Why should not our leaders come together, and 
submit our case to the League of Nations, challenging them to put an end 
to these abominable outrages? 

For immediate practical purposes I would suggest that there be 
organised a universal] day of mourning, as there was two years ago, 
for Jewish Communities the world over; thaton thisday special mourning 
services be held in the synagogues, and protest meetings; and that in 
the larger towns public processions ba organised. In this way we can 
bring the matter more prominently to the notice of the nations, and make 


them realise the disgrace of their tacit connivance in this bloody slaughter, — 


at the same time, our own people will be aroused from their lethargy and 
made to understand the seriousness of our position. On that day also 
collections could be made for the establishment in Palestine of a shelter 
for the Ukrainian orphans. This would be a permanent memorial for 
our dead martyrs and a happy home for the living. 
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OBITUARY, 


RABBI CAPLAN (Vilna). 


The death, in his 69th year. has occurred in Gilvan, Vilna, of 
Rabbi Zalman Phineas Caplan. Rabbi Caplan was born in Ponidez, 
and early evinced great aptitude for Talmudic study. He married a 
daughter of the Gaon Meir Michel Rabbinovitz, and continued his studies 
under various great scholars, during which time he received the highest 
Rabbinical diplomas from the greatest Rabbis, including Rabbi Isaac 
Elchanan, of Kovno, and Rabbi Bezalel, of Vilua. He was first appointed 
Rabbi in Mezer Yezneh, and later in Gilvan, where he remained for 
thirty-six years until his death. He published some learned works, 
including a volume of Shaaloth U’ Teshuvoth, and in addition to his fame 
as a scholar was well known for the ardent manner in which he espoused 
Zionism at a time when it was a subject of much controversy. Orthodox 
Jewry in Russia has lost a valuable supporter. One of the Rabbi's 
sons, Mr. Ephraim Caplan, is a well-known Jewish journalistin New 
York, 


Mr. H. A. FRIED (Vienna). 


The death is announced at Vienna of Mr. H. A, 
Fried, the prominent peace propagandist, and for 
many years Editor of the Friedenswarte. Mr. 
Fried'’s great services were recognised in 1911 by 
the award of the Nobel Prize, which he shared 
with a coreligionist, Mr. Tobias Asser, the eminent 
Dutch Jurist. In 1913,.0n the inauguration of the 
Palace of Peace at the Hague, an honorary 
Doctorate: was conferred on Mr. Fried by the 
University of Leyden. 


A VICTIM OF THE JAFFA AFFRAY. 

The news that Joseph Chayim Brenner was among the victims in 
Jaffa created the profoundest sorrow in the East End (writes our 
Kast End correspondent), where he resided for a number of 
years. In London he was not only admired as a great writer, but 
very much loved by the Jewish working men for identifying himself 
with their cause. Mr. Brenner who was barely forty years of age, 
was born in the Government of Chernigov, of very poor parents. He 
received his education in the Cheder and subsequently in the Yeshibah. 
Later on he served in the Russian army... He made his reputation as one 
of the most striking Hebrew novelists while be was still very young. His 
writings which appeared in Hashiloach created something of a literary 
sensation in Hebrew circles. 

On leaving Russia, Brenner lived for a time in Lemberg and then 
settied in London where he became a working man. Holding Socialist 
views he did everything in his power to advance the interests of the 
Jewish labouring classes. Though essentially a Hebrew worker, he also 
contributed to many Yiddish journals, and edited for a short period the 
now defunct Socialist Yiddish weekly, Nene Zeit, which appeared in 
London for a number of years. He contributed to the JEWIsH CHRONICLE 
Hebrew supplement about fifteen years ago. li was Brenner who wrote 
the brilliant series of articles on the history of Hebrew literature. He 
was particularly fitted to deal with such a subject, for he was as sound a 
critic of literature as a creator thereof. 

After the abortive Russian revolution in 1906; when Hebrew publica. 
tions had almost been suspended, Brenner made a courageous attempt to 
issue in London a Hebrew monthly journal. He succeeded, thanks to his 
zeal and his indomitable spirit, to keep the journal alive for a considerable 
time. He was. not only the editor of and the chief contributor to 
Hameorcir, aS the journal was called, but he also worked on it as a 
compositor. He gathered around him as contributors a group of young 
writers and poets, many of whom have since gained considerable fame. 

In 1908 Mr. Brenner left for Palestine, where he continued his literary 
career as editor of that splendid literary and political weekly, Hapoel 
Hazair. Atthe outbreak of the war he suffered great hardship at the 
hands of the Turks. Recentiy he resumed manual labour, working 
together with “ Chaluzim ” in the making of roads. He happened to have 
been at Jaffa on May Ist, and fell, together with others, a victim of the 
cruel attack by the Arabs. ' 

Hebrew literature has lost in him a most striking and individualistic 
personality. 


Mr.- HYMAN SCHAPIRO (Doncaster). 


The Jewish Community of Doncaster has sustained a severe loss 
through the death of Mr. Hyman Schapiro. He was the Founder of the 
Congregation and its President until the time of his death. A strictly 
orthodox Jew, modest and unassuming, generous and liberally inclined to 
all irrespective of creed, he endeared himself to all with whom he came 
into contact. The funeral, which took place at the Leeis Cemetery, was 
attended by practically the whole of the members of the congregation as 
a last token of respect to the deceased. He is survived by his wife, three 


sons and four daughters, to whom the sympathy of the whole community 
isexpressed.—M, K. 


Mr. A. LEMAN (Leeds). 


The death is announced of Mr. A. Leman, who came to Leeds from 
Poland in 1867. An active figure in Leeds, he was associated with all 
efforts to conserve traditional Judaism, was one of the founders of the 
New Briggate Synagogue, and for many years took an active part in its 
welfare. He passed away at the age of seventy-three, and is deeply 
mourned by a large circle of relatives and friends.

Berman's invaluable work during his forty years of service, and 
particularly instanced his having stepped into the breach upon the 
untimely death of the late Mr. Stephany, and having carried on the 
Secretary's duties until a new secretary was appointed. The Rev. J. F. 
Stern and Mr. Frank Morley also spoke of the excellent services of Mr. 
Berman to the Board. 


The PRESIDENT reported that Miss Collinson, a Health Visitor, was 
leaving for Australia and that they proposed to make a change in the 
Health Department. It was, however, not quite clear yet what the 
Borough Council wanted the Board to do with regard to the health work ,; 
but, although the actual work of the Department would cease at the end 
of July, there was no doubt that Jewish visitors would continue the work 
they were doing in so many important branches of health visiting. 

Mr. PHILIP WALEY presented the financial report for the first three 
months of the year, which showed that on the Ist April the Board despite 
the appeal had a deficit of over £12,000. Mr. Waley further pointed out 
that at the present moment they were overdrawing at their bank at the 
rate of between £750 and £1,000 a week.

"A Challenge to Orthodoxy,” 
The Shadow-Hunters. 

From Mr. N. 8. BURSTEIN, Cardiff, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. ; 
Sikn,—Mr, Israel Zangwill has read two recently issued books. This 


in itself is not a miracle. But when one sees that the opinions he 


borrowed from those books made him so happy as to fall into an ecstasy 
over them—that is really a supernatural event. It is the book of Mr. 
Louis Golding, “ Forward trom Babylon,” that enraptures Mr. Zangwill 
most, and in an article in the JEWISH CHRONICLE SUPPLEMENT of April, 
1921, under the caption “ Voices—Jewish and Gentile,” he lets his facile 
pen run amok with praises, and goes as far as to say triumphantly 
that he sees in that book a challenge to Orthodoxy. Mr. Zangwill follows 
this up with two extraordinary questions. The first questionis: “ How isit 
that Judaism comes out so persistently in literature as a crime against 
the young generation?” One wonders what literature he exactly 
means. Is it the Torah, the Talmud, and the vast literature written by 
Jewish prophets, sages and divinely inspired men throughout Jewish 
history, or is it the literature written by half-hatched Jews and anti- 
Semites? But, alas, Mr. Zangwill evidently means the former, as one 
can see from his second question; “ How is it that Mr. Golding’s boy- 
hero and his cronies react so utterly against it that they meet surrepti- 
tiously on Yom Kippur for a feast of reason and swine-flesh ?” 

A semi-conscious feeling comes over him that he may be given the 
right reply, that the fault lies in the frightful neglect of Jewish education, 
and that the object of the War Memorial is to cure this defect. And Mr. 
Zangwill quickly turns and says: “But I observe that our Orthodox 
ministers still cling obstinately to the verbal inspiration ofthe Bible . . . 
The pity is that Judaism proper has been destroyed by those who love it 
most. . .” (The italics are mine). 

One would like to ask what else is it that still keeps civilisation and 
humanity in this present day distracted world of ours, if not the verbal 
inspiration of the Bible to which the Jew so obstinately clung throughout 
all those fateful ages? In spite of the Monteflores, Mattucks, and their 
like, who pretend to love Judaism most, Judaism proper has not been 
destroyed and never will be. They may not be aware of it, but Judaism 
proper is still alive, deep down in the hearts even of this kind of Jews, in 
spite of their pitiful struggle againstit. Separate all these shadow-hunters 
from Judaism proper, separate them entirely from the old Orthodoxy, 
and they will soon come to the other wretched condition of hnmanity— 
Shadow-hunted, and then they are very seldom brought back to the right 
path. 

Mr. Zangwill, in his brilliant style, laments that “ the old orthodoxy 
was a continuous adjustment to new conditions.” In this he shows a 
lamentable want of thought. It was always the other way about. The 
Jew has always adjusted the new conditions to the old orthodoxy. He 
never allowed that (Jewish) life-principle to perish. The spirit of the 
time will never kill the trne Jewish spirit, and orthodoxy will not 
“ultimately moulder like any other corpse.” Judaism and orthodoxy, 
or, better to say, the soundness of the Jewish faith, is like the sea—it hag 
its ebbs and flows, but never yields. Perverseness in Istael is only a 
passing phase, a fleeting shadow.. The verbal inspiration of the Torah 
cannot die. “For Israci has given to mankind the category of holiness ; 


Israel] alone has known the thirst for social justice and that inner saintlii- 


ness which is the source of justice.” And who is Israel if not the off-: 


spring and préserver of old orthodoxy? It is the hunting after shadows 
that will engulf a Jew in a sea of despair. 

In the end Mr. Zangwill reminds us of Goethe's dictum, that things 
yield their secret best when written about with love. That is exactly 
what Mr. Zangwill himself ought to follow. Let bim write about 
orthodoxy with true love, and his inborn Judaism will yield, not shadows, 
but blessings to his people and humanity a large.

Personally, I have never told a child as a fact what I 
do not myself believe. I regard these questions of children as indications 
of their “unconscious” minds, and it is now generally agreed by 
psychologists and neurologists that these questions should not be left 


Unanswered, or treated with contem>t, or replied to with an untruth.

JEwisH Cookery. 


SOME EGG RECIPES. 

With the continuance of the coal strike all housekeepers are trying 
to serve meals that require very little cooking. Egy recipes will there- 
fore be a very great help. Besides which, at the present moment. eggs 
are plentiful, good and cheap. 

EGGS WITH TOMATO SAUCF. 

REQUIRED: 4 eggs; tomato sauce 1 cupful; seasoning; chopped 

parsiey and mint 1 teaspoonful. 

METHOD.—Grease a shallow fire-proof dish and pour im the well- 
seasoned tomato sauce. Then carefully break the eggs on top, sprinkle 
with the parsley and mint and bake ina hot oven for about five mintites. 

FOR THE SAUCE use tinned tomatoes. Rub a cupful of the purée 
through a sieve and bring to the boil, season with salt, pepper, anda 
pinch of mace, add a teaspoonful of cornflour previously mixed with 
cold water, and let it simmer for five minutes, keeping the mixture 
well stirred, 


REQUIRED: 3 eggs; 6 tablespoonfuls of milk; margarine, 2 o7.: 
1 slice of bread. 

METHOD.—Cuat the bread into cubes and fry a golden brown in 1} oz. 
of the margarine. Beat up the eggs with a little salt and pepper. Put 
the remainder of the margarine into a saucepan with the milk and when 
fairly warm add the eggs and fried bread. Stir over a gentle heat antil 
it becomes creamy. ! 


FLUFFED 
REQUIRED: 38 rounds of toast; 3 eggs; anchovy paste. 
METHOD.—Butter the toast and spread with anchovy paste. Separate 
the yolks and whites of the eggs. Grease some cups, drop in the egg 
yolks, and stand in a pan of boiling water until set (about five minutes). 
Then slip them out on to the toast. Beat up the whites quite stiff and 
pile on top. Brown in the oven or under the grid. 


EGes IN CASSEROLE. 

REQUIRED : 4 eggs; some cooked cauliflower; cheese sauce. 

MeTHOD.—Boil the eggs for four minutes, shell them, and leave them 
whole. Pour some sauce in the bottom of the casserole, then lay ir the 
eggs and the cauliflower, pour over the rest of the sance, and make hot 
in the oven or on top of the stove. For the sauce: add two table- 
spoonfuls of grated cheese to one pint of ordinary white sauce. 

EGG MAYONNAISE. 
REQUIRED: Four hard-boiled eggs; cold. boiled potatoes; lettuces 
mayonnaise sauce. 

METHOD.—Cat the eggs across and arrange in the middle of a bowl; 
cut the potatoes into dice and puta ring round the eggs and then a border 
of lettuce ; pour over the mayonnaise sauce.

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMMIL. 


LXXXI.—NAPOLEON 
My DEAR CousIN., 


AND THE JEWS. 


It is sometimes good to turn away from contemporary events to those 
ofa bygone age. The mental effort involved is a form of intellectual 
leisure, and I much enjoyed this leisure as I allowed my 
mind to dwell on Napoleon on the occasion of his recent 
centenary. The articles in the Press, English and foreign, brought 
back to memory traits or events long since forgotten; and I could not 
help feeling that the general estimate of the man formulated one hundred 
years after bis death probably contains more truth than earlier 
accounts. 

What is the impression I have formed? Napoleon must have been a 
great man. He captured the tmagination of his own and later ages. He 
impressed Goethe; he became one of Emerson's representative men; 
and Nietzsche looked upon him as the prototype of his super-man. And 
yet, is there not also much truth in Mr. Wells's estimate of him as the 
supreme scoundrel? He was common, he was untruthful, he was 
pitiless, he believed in force, he was the embodiment of all the evils 
that are understood by the term militarism... Emerson with his usual 
insight sums him up well. “ Buonaparte was the idol of common men, 
because he. had in a transcendent degree the qualities and powers of 
common men.” 


But he had uncommon will-power also, and extravagant ambitions, and 
the two led him from success to success. But throughout the nineteen 
years of his great career, his public policy and his private life were 
marked by all the characteristics which may be termed un-Jewish, The 
supreme law of the Jew is love your neighbour as yourself. Napoleon's 
supreme law was love yourself whate’er befall, even if you have to wade 
through blood to obtain your heart's desire. 

It is only to be expected that a man who played with Western 
Europe as children treat the clay in the clay-modelling lesson, should 


. have come across the Jews. Curiously enough, though Napoleon was a 


European, he first came into contact with Jews inthe East. In hisdesire 
to emulate and rival the great Alexander, he cast longing eyes on India 
and Egypt. But to get to India and to hold Egypt, he saw he would 
need to conquer Palestine. Like Alexander and Cwsar before him, he 
went to Palestine, and in 1799 appealed “to all the Jews of Asia and 
Africa” to march under his banner. Did he expect them to do this 
because of his beautifuleyes? Far from it. He wastoo much of a realist 
not to offer a material reward. He would give them the Holy Land 
and restore Jerusalem to its ancient splendours. What was the response 
of the Jews “of Asia and Africa”? They gave to Napoleon in 1799 the 
same answer as to Alexander twenty centuries before. We are loyal 


men; we.are citizens of the country wherein we dwell. When Alexander . 


conquered the Persian Empire, the Jews opposed him, for they were 
citizens of Persia. When Napoleon commenced his campaiga against 
Turkey, the Jews again gave evidence of their patriotism. 

Early in 1799, Napoleon invaded Palestine. He captured El Arish 
and Gaza in February, and Jaffain March. In all three places there was 
much bloodshed and cruelty, the report of which mae the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem greatly afraid. The Governor of that city ordered the 
citizens to set to work to throw up ramparts, and the Moslems were much 
impressed by the sight of the Chief Rabbi, Mordecai Joseph Meyuches, 
joining in the work.: Napoleon's proclamation to the Jews made them 
suspect in the eyesof the Turks. It was alleged that they were Napoleon's 


‘spies, and that if he took Jerusalem they could count on lenient treat: 


ment. But their zeal in co-operating for the defence: of the city soon 
dispelled these groundless fears. Asa matter of fact, both in Jerusalem 
and in Acre, the Jews gave Napoleon little encouragement. The latter town 
was the key position of Syria and Palestine. If Napoleon could have taken 
Acre, the rest of the country would have fallen an easy prey. In that 
fortress there was an English force under the command of Sir Sidney Smith, 
and the principal functionary in the town was a Jew, Chaim Farchi, by 
name, who occupied the position of chief official or secretary (Katib) to

the Governor. Farchi lent all his support to the English forces, and 
Smith succeeded in beating off Napoleon's attack. 


Napoleon's Palestiniancampaign wasa failure, and his hope of becoming 
Emperor of the East and of restoring their ancient homeland to the Jews 
vanished like smoke. That was in the last year but one of the eighteenth 
century. 


Seven years later Napoleon was once more occupying his mind with 
the Jews, this time with the Tews of Western Europe. Did he really 
know the Jews? How could he? Here was a people living apart from 
their neighbours, secluded in ghettos, and unpopular because unknown. 
Dislike of them was pretty general on the continent in the cighteenth 
century. Schiller disliked them; Goethe, humanist though he was, held 
them in scorn; Fichte was distinctly hostile. - This hatred of the Jew in 
those days was a curious phenomenon. It is surprising at first sight 
that the Romantics, with their childlike belief in Christianity, should 
have so misconstrued the Christian law of love. But their attitude was 
intelligible. The Jew was an unknown quantity tothem. In so far as 
they saw him, he had little to recommend him. He appeared to be a 
usurer, a word with disagreeable associations dating back five centuries 
or more. His head was bowed, his back Was bent, his aspect uncouth. 
His appearance was against him. The world knew little of his inner 
nobility of soul, of his intellectual life, of his social virtues. There was 
no-one to tell the world. Napoleon shared the general view of the Jews 
current in his age. On the one hand, their antiquity and their sturdy 
persistence appealed to his imagination. But their business activities 
appeared to be blameworthy. How could the common man penetrate 
beneath the surface of things” 


He was in Strasbourg in the January of 1806. The local officials came 
with their complaints of the Jews. The Jews were strange, different 
from the others, hurtfal to the State. Clearly something had to be done. 
Whatever Napoleon did he carried through on a grand scale. - The Jewish 
question should be solvedin style. In 1806 an order was issued to all the 
Jewish communities of his realm to send delegates to meet in Paris on 
Saturday, July 26th. The reason for the assembly was not made quite 
clear, and when some hundred notables arrived in the French capital 
their hearts were heavy, They expected the worst. On the day before 
their meeting Napoleon's “ Moniteur” appeared with a short sketch of 
Jewish history —“ Researches into the political and religious state of the 
Jews from the time of Moses down to this day.” Needless to add, the 
story was not complimentary to the Jews. The hearts of the notables 
sank within them. Their ordeal was too much. They had been ordered 


_ to hold their first meeting on the Sabbath. Should they obey” Should they 


desecrate the sanctity of the holy day? Dared they disregard the 
Emperor's wishes? The assembly was divided. Some were sooverawed 
that they were ready for any course, if only they would show their sub- 
servience. Others were still conscious of their manhood, and suggested 
that the Sabbath should not be desecrated. Sabbath, July 26th, 
dawaed, and the meeting was held. Some members of the Assembly 
arrived—with deliberate ostentation—in carriages; some voted for the 
Chairman by recording their choice’in their own hand; others brought | 
their ballot papers with them, duly completed the day before. 

Gradually the importance and dignity of their position dawned upon 
the delegates. Their spirits rose. The. universal worship of the 
Emperor affected them, too. The crowning glory was when the guard 
standing outside théir place of meeting presented arms as the notables 
passed out of the building. The new wine of freedom intoxicated the 
notables. Their enthusiasm rose to fever heat. They confessed them- 
selves Frenchmen and devotees of the Emperor with life and sou!. Their 
enthusiasm knew no bounds when Napoleon sent them definite questions 
to answer. They had feared unknown terrors. The questions were 
simple. Were the Jews monogamous’ Did they look upon France as 
their country, and on Frenchmen as their fellow-citizens? Might Jews 
intermarry with Christians? , 


Auswers were not difficult to frame, for the questions were indeed 
elementary. The Emperor was satisfied. But how to make the answers 
effective? Again a move on agrand scale. The Synhedrin of old should 
be revived and summoned, and should give formal sanction to the replies 
of the Notables. The Synhedrin met on February 9th, 1807, talked much, 
sermonised, and congratulated itself and the Jews. Its decisions 
contained nothing new. But they were new to the world. The world 
began to realise that Jews were not so despicable after all, that they had 
fine ideals and lived up to them. 


Napoleon broke down the Ghetto walls on the continent of Europe. So 
much is his due. But too much should not be made of his work. Even 
while he was dominating Europe, a mighty force was gathering strength 
across the narrow straits. The Industrial Revolution would surely have 


‘done for the Jews what Napoleon. attempted. In the long run, it did 
more. But Napoleonjet in the lightandtheairintothe Ghetto, Perhaps | 


his motives were selfish. No matter. He was God's instrument. Onaly 

he forgot.his Master. That is why he failed, “Not by power and not by 

might, but by My spirit.” Such is the Jewish conception of history, but 
Napoleon would have none of it!

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 


MR. HERMAN DAREWSKI. 


HE Concert at the Alhambra Theatre on Sunday ip aid of 
the Jews’ Free School owed its success to the energy and 


initiative of Mr. Herman Darewski, the well-known com- 

poser, who is an old pupil of the School, and whose 
popularity in the musical profession was testified by the galaxy of 
famous artists who assisted him. Mr. Darewski is a son of the late 
Eduard Darewski, a Chazan, whose 
name was at one time a household 
word in Jewish circles in Manchester, 
Leeds, and London, where his render- 
ing of the Synagogue Services whenever 
he ascended the Almemar gave great 
delight. All the late Eduard Darewski's 
children are interested in one Way or 
another in music and the theatre; the 
best known are Messrs. Max and Herman 
Darewski, the latter of whom has been 
the most prolific composer of tuneful 
music in England in recent years. Mr. 
Darewski is now the head of the exten- 
sive music publishing business which 
bears his name—which has incorporated 
older firms like Messrs. Metzler and 
Co.,and Messrs. Charles Sheard and Co.— 
and it represents in England no less 
than twenty-six American Musie Pub-

lishing Houses. 

“In my opinion,” said Mr. Darewski to a representative of the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE who sought his (Mr. Darewski’s)- views concerning 
the connection of Jews with music (upon which he has some interesting 
theories), “the reason why the Jewish people have succeeded in music, 
both as composers and executants, is, paradoxically perhaps, to be found 
in the persecution and oppression which they have sustained throughout 

the Ages in various countries. Music is born of emotion, and only 
people who have in theirown persons or their ancestry experienced great 
sorrow can pour out their souls in music. The placid existence is not the 
kind that conduces to great music; it is only the turbulent spirit which 
can run through the whole gamut of emotion that can weld into musical 
form and expression the feeling which will strike an echo in the heart of 
the hearer. This applies not only to sad, doleful music but also to the 
joyous, triumphant melodies, for the individual who has experienced 
great sorrow is the more prone to express the re-action of a great joy. 

. THE INFLUENCE OF HEREDITY. 

“ Moreover,” continued Mr. Darewski, “those who have experienced 
deep sorrow and suffering seek relief in the things of the spirit, and there 
is no mode of expression that can attain to such spiritual heights as 
music, which is independent of words to reproduce feeling. What I have 
said about music,” Mr. Darewski added, “applies in lesser degree to other 
forms of Art, and the works of the great Jewish painters ‘and sculptors 
possesses a quality of expression which is not to be found in that of artists 
belonging to peoples that have not been subjected to the same sufferings 
as our own race.” 

“The musician,” added Mr. Darewski, “ must be born and not made. 
You can teach music to a degree, but the imagination must be there. 
Heredity plays a great part. I estimate that 70-80 per cent of living 
musicians of note are of Jewish birth, if regard is paid to their proportion 
to the numbers of the general population. Sometimes of course a genera- 
tion is missed, but musical genius will emerge in the grandchildren, and it 


will generally be found that musicians above the average largely have a 
musical ancestry.” 


MUSICAL EDUCATION. 

“I know,” Mr. Darewski went on to say, “ that Ihave been reproached 
for devoting my attention almost exclusively to what is scornfully 
described as tingle-tangle music. I frankly admit that economic con- 
siderations have influenced my choice of this mode of musical expression, 
but I claim that in producing popular music I am not rendering a dis- 
service to the cause of music generally. 


“ Psychology enters into musical education as into every other form of 


education, and people have to learn to walk musically before they can 


run. My experience has been that very often people are led to taking 
an interest in music by being attracted to some simple tune which has 
aroused their musical sense, and they gradually acquire an appreciation 
and understanding of higher forms of music. Musical education in this 
country is very largely neglected, and is generally left to chance. I think 
that it should be taught in every elementary school. 


THE JEW’S MUSIC MISSION, 
“ There can be no doubt,” proceeded Mr. Darewski, “that music has 
a refining and elevating influence upon the human mind, and many social 
troubles which are experienced in the world to-day are due to the sup- 


pression of elementary emotions which, if allowed full scope, would 
relieve the tension, lack of such relief producing disorders that are a 
great social evil. By placing within the grasp of the multitude'a mode 
of self-expression which is harmless, nay, beneficial, we should be 
rendering a service to mankind. The Jews, who have so great a love for 
and appreciation of music, should lead the way in this movement. We 
have hitherto been very conservative in our methods of teaching music, 
and psychologists would do well to devote attention to improving the 
methods of musical education. I hope myself to introduce a pictorial 
anethod of teaching music that, I am told, conforms to the method by 
which the alphabet and modern orthography were evolved.” 

' I¢ should be added that during the War Mr. Darewski was inde- 
fatigable in providing entertainments for the troops through the 
Y¥.M.C.A.;, and helped to supply’ no less than 155,000 musical instruments

Jews in Tchecho-Slovakia. 


By Dr. L. HADEN GUEST M.C., L.C.C. 


We publish below the third of a series of articles which 
Dr. L. Haden Guest is contributing to our columns as a result 
of a recent journey in Germany and Eastern Europe witha 
view to his studying the Jewish conditions prevailing there. 
Previous articles appeared in our issues of March 4th and 
April 


There is still a good deal of prickly feeling between Poland and 
Tchecho-Slovakia, which is not remarkable when one remembers 
the dispute over Teschen through which the frontier actually 
passes, and that the difference involved the use of armed force not 
very longago. And this perhaps accounts for the fact that when 
approaching the frontier from Cracow in an ordinary train, I had to 
get out and wait about an hour in a station refreshment room on 
the Polish side before changing into a special frontier crossing train 
composed entirely of third class carriages, wooden seated and 
unlighted.. It looked as if neither side would trust more expen- 
sively equipped carriages on the territory of the other. So 

The wait gave me the opportunity of a talk with a little com- 
mercial traveller type of man, very voluble and full of all kinds 
of gossipy information. As we talked together in the restaurant— 
a bare, rather gloomy room warmed with two huge iron stoves, with 
bare tables, a none too clean floor, and very plain (but sufficient) 
food—it was natural that we should travel together to the frontier. 
In the train we eongratulated ourselves that if there was no light 
at least the carriages were warmed, and this was something after 
travelling twelve hours from Warsaw to Cracow with the tempera- 
ture well below freezing point. But the advantage of third class 
travelling was not brought home to me fully until a peasant stuck 
his head in at the door and asked in the dark some question—to 
which my companion did not reply—and in which I caught the 
words “Christliche” and Jiidische."” With feluctance my com- 
panion explained that the peasant, who, he said, was mad or drank 
(I saw no evidence of either), had asked “ whether it was Jews or 
Christians in the carriage.’ It then dawned on me that my acquaint- 
ance was a Jew. I had accepted him as an Austrian of the old 
régime, the English habit of mind not making one so abnormally 
sensitive to racial distinctions. Anyway the peasant passed on, but 
when a guard broughtin a light we could at least see each other, and 
were joined by another commercial traveller, and by avery pretty, very 
German pair of young people, boy and girl, gabbling to each other 
very happily. These three persons at any rate did not share the 
peasant's objection to sitting in acarriage with my Jewish companion, 
or, perhaps, my English appearance and the fur collar of the second 
commercial traveller reassured them. In any case we all got into 
happy conversation—about smuggling—and smoked together in peace. 
But that one illuminating question of the peasant was worth a lot 
of travelling to get. And one could not have got it on the com- 
fortable “International train" that whizzes its sleeping-cars from 
Warsaw to Prague—a part of the international world which is so 
much the same whether it be in Warsaw, Paris, or London, and 
which is so much out of touch with éverything but the superficial 
business and superficial politics of the countries through which it 
goes. 

But the peasant’s question was asked in Poland, where Jewish 
economic competition forms a basis for anti-Jewish prejudices. In 
Tchecho-Slovakia the situation is different. There one hears tell 
of the difficulties with the Poles, or with the Magyars, or with the 
Germans—but very rarely of any question with the Jews. There are 
social boycotts of German games’ clubs by Germans and by Slovaks. 
But in the Bohemian part of the country the Jewish question is 
absorbed by the German. The nationalist German is often a Jew, 
and dealt with as a nationalist German. But there are Tchech Jews 
who are regarded as Tchechs. In Slovakia the Jewish question is 
absorbed in the Hungarian question, most Jews being originally of 
Hungarian nationality; and there are practically no Slovak Jews, 
Slovak national feeling being a peasant culture in which few Jews 
at present take part. Certainly the Jewish question in Tchecho- 
Slovakia is far less important and far less conspicuous than the 
And amid many national 
conflicts among groups often practically unknown in England, one 
could not help wondering whether the emphasis laid on the Jewish 
question as such was not out of focus, and whether it was not only 
more noticed and understood, because there are Jews in England, 
while there are not Slovaks. There is certainly nothing special or 
peculiar in the relations of the national group to the Jews in 
Tchecho-Slovakia—nothing that is, which does not apply just as 
much to Magyars and Germans for instance. And as the policy of 
the Government is one of consistent racial and national toleration 
and of religious liberty, one sees ground for hope that there will 
not be more of a Jewish question in the new republic than there is 
in Great Britain. 

The new republic of Tchecho-Slovakia is made up of a number 
of elements of very diverse character. Bohemia, which was for so 
long under Austrian influence, is very different from Slovakia, 
which was for so long Hungarian. Bohemia, as far as Jewish 
questions go, may be thought to preserve still its German orienta- 
tion, and it had a high general standard of education. The Jew is 
no more—indeed less—conspicuous than he is in Berlin. 
Slovakia is different. There the bulk of the Slovak population i 
backward and uneducated, a peasant people living their peasan 
en providing only 2 per cent. of the intelligentsia of the

THE LOVE OF ONE'S NEIGHBOUR. 
“* And thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself.—Leviticus rizr., 15. 


There is no finer compendium of Mosaic reality than that which is 
set forth in the 19th chapter of Leviticus. Later teachers bave arisen to 
propound newer systems of ethics, but they have added nothing essential 
to this “ Bible in miniature.” There is, indeed, a difference between 
Hebrew law and later systems, but it is a difference all to the advantage 
of the former, which shows by its contrast to other modes of doctrine its 
reasonableness and naturalness. Our religion never demands of us more 
than we can reasonably be expected]to perform. “My spirit will not for 
ever be striving with men, seeing that he is only flesh.” “For he 
knoweth our frame, and remembereth that we are but dust.” “The 
Law,” say our sages (Berachoth 25b), “is given to men, and not 
to angels.” Someone has happily described the Mosaic legislation 
as "paternal legislation.” God, in the Hebrew conception of Him, 
is the Father, to whom we frender the willing service of children; not 
the Master, who exacts from His servants tasks, sometimes impossible. 
It is a noteworthy circumstance that these moral sentences of the 19th 
chapter of Genesis are inserted in the very midst of the Levitical 
legislation ; as if toremind us that ritual ordinances are a part, and only 
& small part, of religion; that they are but a means to an end; that their 
aim is to promote virtuous living in all its moral implications. The love 
of one’s neighbour is the quintessence of religion, for, as the Midrash 
teaches, *‘No man is called righteous who is not also good” (Midrash 
Shocher Tov to Psalm vii.,.10). Of all the duties that confront us in life, 


to love one’s neighbour as one’s self, and occasionally even more than 
one’s self, is the most difficult.

25. Living as we doin hostile environments, it has 


become doubly necessary that we should stand by one another in mutual 
defence ; that we should rally to the support of the weak and needy, to 
the maintenance of institutions that subserve the community's welfare. 
There is rothing narrow in the love of one’s neighbour as such. The 
narrowness i3 on the part of those who refuse to recognise that their 
first duty is to those who are nearest tothem. It is often more difficult 
to show love to your next-door neighbour than toa perfect stranger. At 
the same time, Israelites are bidden to seek the welfare of others outside 
their community ; indeed they believe that they exist only as a separate 
people in order to become a blessing to others. Proportionate to the 
difficulty of a duty is the reward of its fulfilment. If to love one’s neigh- 
dour as oneself is the hardest of obligations, it brings its own exceeding 
reward in a certain cheerfulness of spirit which only those can know who 
jabour for others. They do not labour for the reward, but it comes to 
them. Think of the satisfaction of knowing that one has been able to 
eescue a fellow-creature from despair. Not all the pleasures of self- 
indulgence can equal the feeling of inward contentment that such know- 
ledge brings with it. And to this we may add an external feeling -of 
satisfaction, arising from the consciousness that one has earned the 
approval of his fellow-creatures. This, too, is a legitimate source of 
satisfaction, though it should not constitute a primary motive of doing 
good. Of every lover of his kind it may be said, as of Mordecai, that 


“ he seeks the good of his people,” and is therefore “accepted among tbe 
multitude of his brethren.” ,

LATEST NEWS. 


The Secretary of State for the Colonies received the following tele- 
fram yesterday week from the High Commissioner in Palestine :— 

Excitement in Jaffa revived on Wednesday morning owing to false 
rumours circulated in the town, but it was soon allayed. 

There have been no further casualties, and all is now quiet. 

No disturbances have taken place in any other part of Palestine, and 
conditions are normal. 

Persons charged with acts of violence at Jaffa will be prosecuted at 
once before the civil courts. 

A commission of inquiry is also being appointed. 


The High Commissioner farther telegraphed :— 


May 6th, evening.—Apart from some small incidents, no Ninaeenans 
took place in Palestine to-day. Complete order is maintained at Jaffa. 
Many thousands of Moslems attended an annual festival at Ramieh. 
General Palin and Mr. Deedes and other representatives of the Govern. 


ment were present. One of the principal leaders of the Arab national - 


movement preached a sermon inculcating order and tranquillity. The 
festival was quite orderly, but afterwards a section threatened the Jewish 
colony of Rehoboth. They were stopped, though two Arabs were 
wounded by the police. An attack was made upon the Jewish colony 
of Khudeira, and was repulsed by the police, three Arabs being killed. 
Large numbers of villagers came to Jerusalem as, usual on Friday 
preceding Ramadan. No disorder. 


ALL QUIET. 


The latest telegram to hand from the :High Commissioner is as 
follows :— 


May 8th, evening.—All quiet to- day throughout country. There 
have been no casualties at all among the troops.

JEWS IN TCHECHO-SLOVAKIA.—Contined from pre vious page. 


hotel keeping is in the hands of Hongarian: 
Germans or Tchechs. My visits to a number of villages and towns 
in Slovakia left a very definite impression on my mind that nearly 
all shops and practically all inns or hotels were in Jewish hands. 
When I enquired as to the feasibility of a non-Slovak and non- 
Hungarian speaking person travelling about in the villages and 
getting accomodation at the local Hostinec (Gast-Haus), I was told I 
should have no difficulty, as all inn keepers were Jews and spoke 
German. In the few little hotels I stayed at too, it was remarkable 
how large a proportion of the other guests——practically all men and 
obviously commercial travellers—were Jews. | In a little hotel at 
Poprad—a small town in the Carpathians—out of fifteen commercial 
travellers in the café (there were no other visitors) at least ten 
were Jews and the others possibly Jews. This division of function 
between peasant and Jew also corresponds with a division between 
Slovak and Hungarian, as when any language but German was 
spoken in an inn or café, it seemed usually to be Hungarian and 
not Slovak. I vrecord these facts, because they may form the basis 
of a political cleavage really based on a difference of econor ic 
interest but disguising itself as nationalistic. Not that nationalism 
in. Tchecho-Slovakia is not a real thing. It is a very fine as well ag 
a very real thing, and the future of the republic certainly depends 
to a large extent on the development of a real Tchecho-Slovek 
national feeling. The Sloyaks hope that Jews will join’in and 
become “ their Jews,” as one lady expressed it to me. 

| Unfortunately, I could not spare time to go further East to 
Kosice, where I understand the Jewish population is of the same 
kind as in Warsaw, and proportionately greater in number than in 
the Western part of Slovakia, The last available statistics for 1910 
give the proportion of Jews in the town of Kosice as 15.2 per cent., 
while in the provinces of Zemplin (part in Hungary) and Uzhorod 
it is 10.9 per cent. and 10.7 per cent. respectively. 


Another stronghold of Jews in Slovakia is in what is now the. 


capital of that division of the republic, the town of Bratislava, 
better known under its German name, Pressburg, or its Hungarian 
name, Poszony. In Bratislava the proportion of Jews is 10.5 per 
cent. Here in this picturesque old town is a real “ Judengasse ”’ 
really inhabited by Jews. I wandered down the street quite by 
accident. 
Castle stands, and I noticed so many Jewish people and Jewish 
shops that I looked up to note the name of the street for reference 
as a picturesque souvenir. And there it stood, unexpectedly appro- 
priate, Judengasse.”’ 

The lowest proportion of Jews in any province of Slovakia is 
2.3 per cent., and the average for the country is 5.3 percent. So 
that when one remembers how large a part of the country is 
mountain or forest or occupied by peasant villages, it is obvious 
that Jews play a big part in the life of the country. The proportion 
in the Tchech division of the country (Bohemia, Moravia, and a part 
of Silesia) is only 1.39 per cent. The difference is marked, and & of 
political and economic importance. It must be remembered, too, 
that the figures given are for 1910, and that considerable additions 
to the number of Jews, particularly in the eastern part of the 
country, must have taken place during and since the war. What 
those figures are the recently taken Tchecho-Slovak census will 
reveal. In any case, it is clear that Jews have an important part to 
play in the future of the Republic, and can, if they identify them- 
selves with its national aspirations, be of the greatest service to a 
State, one of whose chief needs is for expert organisers and trained 


intelligence, and one of whose main principles is religious and 
racial toleration.

JERUSALEM, May 5. 

All is reported quiet at Jaffa, but a fresh disturbance has occurred 
near Petach-Tikvah. The military intervened, and some casualties 
occurred but “no details have yet come to hand. 

A number of people, alarmed by the reports from Jaffa, collected 
before the Governorate at Nablus, but when the facts were explained to 
them their alarm was allayed. Leading Moslem and Christian residents, 
however, have set out from Jaffa on their way to Nablus to explain the 
present situation. A similar agitation is reported from Tulkeram, but 
no disturbance has occurred there. 

The cruiser “ Calypso” has arrived at Jaffa.—Reuter.

IMMIGRATION TEMPORARILY SUSPENDED. 


It is stated that in consequence of the disturbed state of the port of 
Jaffa and the difficulties of transport at Port Said, immigration to Palestine 
is temporarily suspended. . 


NO CHANGE IN GENERAL POLICY. 


The Colonial Office has officially stated that the recent disturbances 
will in no way affect the policy of the Government as to the establishment 
of a “ National Home.” 


Preaching at the Graham Street Synagogue, Edinburgh, on Sabbath 
last, Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches, in the course of his sermon, said that the 
victims of the Jaffa riots had died, not as individual Jews or Jewesses, 
but as representatives of the Jewish people, on whose behalf they were 
reclaiming the land of Israel. The redeeming feature was that the 
victims had laid down their lives in the cause of Israel's regeneration, and 
that their blood would make the soil of the Holy Land all the more sacred 
and all the more precious. Events of that nature should only stimulate 
their energy and increase their determination to establish {their claim of 
the Land of Israel for the People of Israel. - 


QUESTION IN. PARLIAMENT. 


Sir HARRY BRITTAIN (Acton, C.U.) asked the Colonial Secretary 
on Tuesday whether he was able to give the House further ‘particulars 
with reference to the recent disturbances at Jaffa. ; 

Mr. CHURCHILL: I have already communicated to the Press all par- 
ticu'ars with reference to the recent disturbances at Jaffa which I have 
reczived by telegram from the High Commissioner. A Commission of 
Enquiry has been appointed to enquire into the matter, and it is not 
probable that further information will be forthcoming until it has 
comp) :ted its investigations.

He stated, however, that full provision for the safeguard- 
ing of the holy places will only be made after the signature of the Man- 
date, vhen an International Commission will take charge of them. 


THE IMMIGRATION CAMP AT JAFFA. 


In acknowledging a donation of £E76 from the Palestine Society, per 
Dr. A. Eichholz, C.B.E., Captain Dennis Cohen, of the Palestine Immi- 
gration Department, draws attention to the Immigrants Camp which the 
Government aré erecting at Jaffa. The Administration are supplying 
what is strictly necessary. But what is badly needed is a recreation hut, 
a library, canteen, etc. The donations received will be the nucleus of the 
money required for this scheme. Captain Cohen makes an earnest appeal 
to the public to give their substantiai support tothis project, which will be 
of incalculable value in alleviating the hardships of the immigrants. 


THE SITUATION IN AMERICA. 


Judge Mack, on April 19th, made along statement at a special meeting 
of the Chairmen of the New York Zionist District, in which he narrated 
the events that had led to the controversy between Dr. Weizmann and 
the zionist Organisation of America. In the course of this statement he 
said (hat it was the unanimous view of the American Executive and Con- 
vention that there must be a separation of donations from investments, 
and that there was nothing in the London Conference to oppose such 
separation. The Zionist Organisation had not kept their promise to 
appoint a Board of Trustees to supervise the monies collected, nor did 
they keep their agreement to inform the American Organisation monthly 


as to the condition of the budget and how it was kept in hand. Dr. 
Weizmann first accepted the donation plan, then rejected it, then accepted 
it again, and finally, without any warning, broke off all negotiations. 

The Committee of lawyersappointed by the American Zionist Organisa- 
tion to analyse the Charter of the Keren Hayesod finds it to be a self- 
perpetuating body, quite independent of the Congress or stockholders, 
and with uncontrolled rights to engage in any enterprise outside Palestine, 
and with powers so extensive that they can supersede the Zionist 
Organisation. 


CHIEF RABBI CHAJES ON JUSTICE BRANDEIS. 
VIENNA [F.O.C.). 
Chief Rabbi Professor Chajes addressed a public meeting at Vienna. 
In the course of his speech he criticised the American Zionist leaders, 
and said that Justice Brandeis and Judge Mack were incapable as leader ‘. 


YOUNG ZIONISTS AND. RELIGIOUS TESTS. 

The resolution recently passed by the Executive Council of the Young 
Zionist Organisation, which declared that the action of the President, Mr. 
M. L. Perlzweig, in becoming a minister of the Liberal Synagogue, was 
quite compatible with Zionist ideals, which did not approve of religious 
tests, while at the same time declaring that Zionist activities were not in 
accord with the encouragement of the Mizrachi movement, is exciting 
an increasing volume of unfavourable comment. Resolutions, strongly 
condemning the action of the Executive, have been passed by the West 
Central and Newport Young Judeans. 


SOVIET RUSSIA AND ZIONISM. 

The Volia Rossia, the Prague organ of the Right Social Revolutionaries, 
has published a secret circular issued by the All Russian Extraordinary 
Commission for Combating Counter-Revolution. It is a Government cir- 
cular, dated Ist June, 1920, issued by the Bolshevik Government, and 
addressed to all Government departments. It is a series of instructions 
to its officials to take the most effective and ruthless steps to suppress 
Zionism. The circular, however, advises that the work of destruction 
must be arranged in such a manner.that, while the activities of the 
Zionists are to be hindered and paralysed, no public decree as to the 
illegality of the organisations is to be issued. 


MR. JABOTINSKY IN PARIS. 


With reference to the speech of Mr. Jabotinsky, reported in the last 
issue of the JEWISH CHRONICLE, it is pointed out that he did not say, as 
reported to us, that he hoped the leaders would be replaced at the next | 
Congress. What he said was that whatever views were entertained as 
to the policy of the leaders, the shekel payers had the remedy in their 
own hands. It should also be pointed out that the meeting was held on 
the distinct understanding that there should be no collection for the 
Keren Hayesod. 


THE KEREN HAYESOD. | 

A meeting of the Central Committee of the Keren Hayesod was hvild 
on Monday, at 77, Gt. Russell Street. 

Mr. Elsley Zeitlyn presided, and there were present: Messrs. M. Shire, 8. 
Marks, A. Tarlo, I. Passoff, B. Sxder, Leon Simon, Joseph Cowen, L. Eisen, M. 
Levy, and 8S. Lipton (Secretary). 

The Secretary reported that meetings had been held in Liverpool, 
Southport, and other centres. During Passover a number of Ministers 
had made appeals to their congregants forthe Keren Hayesod. 

It was decided to place on record the Committee's sincere appreciation 
of the very valuable services which were being rendered to the Keren 
Hayesod by Lieut.-Col. J. H. Patterson, D.S.O. 

The Secretary reported that Mr. Elsley Zeitlyn had undertaken to 
address a number of meetings in Ireland, and that arrangements had 
been made for him to speak at a meeting to be held at the Greenville 
Hall, at Dublin, on 15th inst., andat another meeting to be held at Belfast 
on the 18th inst. 

Mr. Leon Simon presented a report of the activities in this country 
on behalf of the Hebrew University, and mentioned that it was probable 
that Professor Einstein would address a meeting in London on his return 
from the United States. 

It was reported that the Executive were making arrangements to take 
over a film entitled “ Theodor Herzl,” which would be shown in London 
and in the Provinces.— |COMMUNICATED. | 


EAST LONDON. 


Ata meeting of representatives of Zionist Societies in East London and 
district, it was decided to establish a council of representatives of the various 
societies, to make an intensive campaign on behalf of the fund. The following 
were elected: Messrs. Hooberman, Chairman ; J. Levanand A. M. Zimmerman, 
Vice-Chairman; I. Passoff, Treasurer; B. Sacoff and I. Lief, Trustees; I. 
Goldenfeld and L. Rosnick, Auditors; and A. Lipcovitch, Hon. Secretary. It 
was decided that each society represented on the Council should have a member 
on the Executive. 


A conference of Zionist workers in London, and of representatives of 
bodies affiliated to the English Zionist Federation, with the object of 
forming a new organisation for a Shekel campaign, was held yesterday 
week at Toynbee Hall, Commercial Street. Mr. JOSEPH COWEN presided. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the Shekel, as they all knew, wasa minimum 
subscription demanded, and its payment signified adherence to the 
cause of Zion and entitled the payer to a vote in the elections to the 
Zionist Congress. He was surprised, therefore, that a meeting of such 
importance convened within a short period of the World Zionist Congress 
should be so poorly attended. To see only one or two Minyanim present 
without even any young men or women being included was really 
astonishing. He had worked for the Movement for twenty years, 
and it was the worst meeting in the East End he had 
ever attended. The Shekel, the cost of which was half-a- 
crown, was the symbol of the Zionist Organisation for the purpose 
of redeeming Eretz Yisrael. It was also the means at the disposal of the 
Organisation with which it could carry on its world-wide activity for the 
benefit of the Jewish people. The forthcoming Congress would be of 
great importance, and the decisions taken thereat would shape the course 
of the Movement for a number of years. The only way to testify that 
English Jewry had faith in Zionism was by numbers, and the Shekel 
was the means whereby this proof could be given. After years of toiling 
they were on the threshold of obtaining Palestine, and as Jews were 
faced not with friends but with enemies. To let slip from their hands 
the opportunity now afforded to them would be disastrous. It was 
therefore the duty of every Zionist to purchase the Shekel. He hoped 
that many of those present would enter intothe campaign with enthusiasm, 
and that at least 10,000 Shekalim would be sold in the East End. He 
would be willing to help in canvassing. He suggested thata large placard 
be placed in a prominent position in the East End indicating the number 
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of Shekalim sold and the progress made from day to day during the 
campaign. 


Mr. H. J. Morgenstern announced that only three wecks remained in 
which Shekalim could be disposed of, 

beveral present undertook to canvass during the campaign, and 
others mentioned that some of the members of the bodies they repre- 
sented would canvass specific districts. The whole of this week has been 
set aside for a house-to-house canvass throughout London. 


THE MIZRACHI AND THE CONGRESS. 

The Mizrachi Organisation has published a manifesto. appealing 
to all its adherents to take up the Mizrachi Shekalim. not only with 
the object of increasing the prestige of the world Zionist Organisation, 
but also with the view of strencthoening the influence of the religious 
element in the Organisation, and thus enabling it to rebuild the Holy 
Land in the spiritof the Torah. A special appeal to this effect has been 
issued, signed by the Chief Rabbis of Palestine. 

Mr. I’. 8. Spiers, O.B.E., presided at a meeting of the Executive 
Committee yesterday week. It was reported that negotiations between 
the Central Bureau and the Zionist Organisation were progressing satis- 
factorily. - 

The Rey. Z. Dimson gave a report on the National Fund Conference. 
The Mizrachi delegates for the coming year on the National Fund Com- 
mission are the Rev. A. Katz and Messrs: M. H. Farbridge, M.A., and 
M. Wobl. 

The special Passover appeal resulted in a collection of £245. 
Thanks were accorded to the Hon. Mrs. Gerald Montagu, the Treasurer, 
for her efforts on its behalf. | 

The annual conference was po:t»oned until the constituent societies 
could be consulted as to the most convenient place and date. 


JEWISH NATIONAL FUND BAZAAR. 

The Jewish National Fund Bazaar organised by the B’noth Zion 
Association was held at the Marcus, Samuel Hall, Egerton Road, last 
Bunday, Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday. It was opened on Sunday 
by Mrs. J. H. Hertz. 
| Mr. S. Nyman, Warden of the New Synagogue, who presided, 
expressed regret at the enforced absence of Mr. Joseph Cowen, who was 
to have performed the opening ccremony. 

Mrs. Hertz said she felt they had conferred a great honour upon her 
in asking her to open that very wonderful bazaar. Mr. Cowen, as they 
knew, was a well-tried Zionist worker, and she was sure he would have 
graced that occasion much more ably than she could. Still, she was very 
pleased to be there and to congratulate all the ladies and the few gentle- 
men who had helped to bring the Bazaar to itscompletion thatday. The 
B'noth Zion was purely a women’s movement, and deserved the congra- 
tulations of the. Community generally. She was giad to see they hada 
Bezalel Stall, a Palestine Lace Stall, and as much Palestinian work as 
they could possibly lay hands on. She wished that next time they hada 
bazaar they would try to procure some Palestinian honey and some of 
the otber Palestine produce, as this would give people an opportunity 
of knowing what was being done in the country. They all had the 
Zionist question very near their hearts, and she hoped that each 
hour would bring them nearer that goal for which they had been striving. 
Almost as far back as she could remember, during the time she had been 
connected with communal work, the one big problem that seemed to 
unite the communities was the Zionist movement. Happily this was 
being realised in this country as well, though there was a time when the 
movement did not seem to unite all parties, and though there were at 
present still some who held aloof. However, the Zionist question was 
the one big Jewish problem that seemed to unite Jews of all classes and 
positions of society. Stamford Hill was a very active centre, and she saw 
helping in that bazaar some of the ladies who helped in other good work 
in London. She had great pleasure in declaring the Dazaar open, and 

‘hoped that the wishes they all had for its success would be fulfilled.

When he thought how, with Dr. Hertzaway, Mrs. Hertz kept up his work 
and yot managed to maintain all her own communal! activities, he thought 
she deserved their warm thanks. He also moved a vote of thanks to Mr, 
Nyman, who did so much for the cause. 

Mrs. Liebster seconded the vote and thanked all those who had 
contributed to make the Bazaar the success it was up to that moment. 
It was usual on such occasions to present a bouquet to the lady who 
opened the Bazaar, but, as a small sign of sympathy with the happenings 
in Palestine, they. had decided not to do so. 

Mrs. Hertz thanked the speakers for their kind words,.and said she 
Very much appreciated the thought that protupted them not to present 
her with a bouquet.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


S1n,—You published in your highly esteemed journal a notice of the 
meeting of the Central Council of Agudas Yisrael, sent to you by the 
Jewish Correspondence Bureau, which was, in many points, at variance 
with the facts. 


What, however, I wish especially to complain cof is that, by 


suppressing very important points of view an entirely ‘alse impression is — 


given, both of the “ Resolutions,” and of tho intentions of the Orthodox 
World Organisation. 

In the first place it is quite untrue that the resolution passed was to 
further the recognition of the Agudas Yisrael, instea’! of the Zionist 
Organisation, as the Jewish Agengy for Palestine. On the contrary, the 
resolution dealing with this matter was as follows: 

Article 4 of the Draft of the Palestine Mandate, by which only one single 

ty within Judaism, i.e., the Zionist Organisatren, is recognised, is contrary 
the pripolpies of impartial justice to all, and especially, moreover, is not 
calcula to further the attainment of the end aimed at by the Mandate, 


which is to attract to co operation in the building up of Eretz Yisrael all circles - 


interested therein. 
The Central Council therefore considers that. a recasting, or remodelling, 


_ Of the provisions contained in the Draft for a Jewish agency is requisite in the 


* 


interests of all, so that it may be made possible for Orthodoxy, as represented 
by the Agudas Yisrael, to collaborate in the building up of the Jewish National 
Home in Eretz Yisrael, in accord nce with the historic duty of Orthodoxy, and 
in the spirit of religious tradition and of the Jewish religious law. 


From this it will be seen that the resolutions of Agndas Yisrael were 
guided by one desire only, and had only one object in view: namely, the 
warm desire not to be driven away, and excluded from the exercise of a 
legitimate influence on the building up of a Jewish Eretz Yisrael. Agudas 


_ Yisrael—behind which stand millions of Orthodox Jews of the East, and, 


admittedly, almost all religious Leaders of Eastern Judaism —wishes, for 
her part, to be allowed the possibility of working side by side with, and 
in collaboration with, the Zionist Organisation, in giving advice to the 
British Government, and supporting it by powerful help, in the building 
up of Palestine. 

[t is untrue “hat even a single one of those present at the meeting— 
to say nothing of the meeting as a whole—expressed the opinion that any 
efforts ought to be made to hinder or delay the Mandate. Itisaiso untrue 
that the Press organs of the Aguda have been invited to take up an 
aggressive attitude towards the Mizrachi. 

Finally, it is incorrect to state that it was resolved to reject the 
suggestions of Chief Rabbi Onderwijzer. What was settled was rather 
this: that in the opinion of the meeting, the efforts to bring about an 
understanding could only havea practical result when the Jewish Agency 
had been remodelled in a way corresponding to the suggestions of 
the Agudah. 


We expect that your sense of justice will lead you to print in full 
this explanation, and we hope that you will loyally withdraw the eritical 
remarks which you based upon the untruthful report of the Jewish 
Correspondence Bureau.

THE WORLD'S ART SERVICE. 
HOW A GREAT ORGANISATION WAS. BUILT UP. 

The following interesting article, in connection with the building up 
of the world business of Messrs. Raphael Tuck and Sons, appeared in 
the Twenty-fifth Birthday Number of the Daily Mail, dated May 4th :— 

' ‘Lwice twenty-five years and more have passed since the famous art 
publishing honse of Raphael Tuck and Sons was founded by the late Mr. 
Raphael Tuck, who thus inaugurated what was destined to become the 
World’s Art Service. 

It was in the early '70’s that the firm first devoted its attention to the 
production of Christmas cards, and with the happily conceived idea of 
offering prizes for the best original Christmas card designs it held a com- 
petitive exhibition at the old Dudley Gallery in Piccadilly, with Sir John 
Everett Millais, Sir Coutts Lloyd Lindsay, and Marcus Stone, R.A., as 
judges. 

The immediate success of this enterprise was magnetic in its effect, 
so much so that there is scarcely a home in any part of the globe where 
Tuck’s Christmas cards, with their cheery messages of peace and good- 
will, have not found their way, making the name of “Tuck” and 
“Christmas” almost synonymous. 

Not content, however, with this initial success, Raphael Tuck and 
Sons, alive to the possibilities of development in the fleld of art, quickly 
added other branches to augment their World’s Art Service. 

Foremost among these may be mentioned their line of beautiul pictures 
for the home, reproduced from originals by eminent artists. 

Then, turning their attention to the younger generation, they realised 
that there was a long-felt need for literature of an interesting and instruc- 
tive character, and there was started a range of Father Tuck’s Books, 
beginning with A.B.C.’s and Toy Books, and later on 2. collection of Painting 
Books, all of which have become a household word in the nursery. These 
were supplemented later by a charming series of gift books for boys and 


irls, the “ Raphael House” Library of thirty volumes, the “ Moorfield” 


brary, Father Tuck’s Annual, the Little People’s Annual, etc. 

The name of Tuck would not be complete without reference to Tuck’s 
Postcards, introduced by the firm into the British Empire nearly twenty- 
ot 2 ygge ago, and which are sold in their millions in every part of the

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PROBLEMS OF THE PENTATEUCH. 


DR. YAHUDA ON BABYLONIAN AND EGYPTIAN 
INFLUENCES, 
Professor Dr, A. 8. YAHUDA delivered, on Monday at King’s College, 
the third of his series of lectures on “ Problems of the Pentateuch andthe 


Earliest Development of the Hebrew Language.” Canon G. H. Box 
presided, 


Dr. Yahuda devoted this final lecture of the series to a consideration 
of the legends and narrations of Genesis of Babylonian origin and to 
Deuteronomic texts. In regard to the former he asked whether the 
Babylonian influence was all-pervading, or did they meet with elements 
which were alien to Assyro-Babylonian mythology and conceptions. 
He pointed out that a ready means of determination lay in parallel 
Babylonian texts, and these showed that, linguistically, the 
pentateuchal versions bore Surprisingly little relationship to the 
language of the Babylonian sagas. In content also they differed 
markediy from the Babylonian nmiyths, and characteristics appeared 
in them which were altogether Strange to the Babylonian spirit. 
The solution was to be foundin Egyptian. He proceeded to show that 
the early pentateuchal narratives of Genesis bristled with Egyptian words 
and phrases. There were many expressions and words which fitted in 
exactly with Egyptian, but which, so far as he could see. revealed no 
p2raliclisms in Assyro-Babylonian orany other Semitic language. One of 
the most interesting cxamples occurred in the account of the Creation. 
The name of the first man, Adam, was derived from cdama, “ earth.” 
Neither the pame Adam nor the word adama was known to the 
Babylonians. The connection between adama, “earth ’’ and the Hebrow 
adom, “red,”’ was unquestionable. Now, such a term for “earth ’’ could 
only have arisen in a land where red earth constituted an exception or at 
least a contrast to the ordinary colour of the soil of the country. Asa 
matter of fact, this was the case in Egypt. There the fertile soil was 
called simply kemit, “ black,’’ for “black soil.’’ On the other hand, 
unofertile soil, or the desert, was called hede/, “the white” or “the grey,” and 
in contrast to these two, the Egyptian referred to tert “ the red,” for foreign 
soll in contrast to Egyptian, which he called kemet “the black,”.and 
which exactly corresponded to Hebrew “the land of Cham” (9%). But 
tsrt, “red soil,” had also the signification for him of “ holy soil.” Accord- 
ing to an Egyptian legend, the God Osiris was actually created from red 
boll, so that one could hardly doubt the Egyptian origin of the idea of 
adama as “red earth,” andof the creation of the first man from this red 
earth. Thus the formation of the word adama for “earth,” which was 
unique to Hebrew, could only have arisen in Egypt, and at a time when 
the mythological conception of the creation of Osiris from red soil was 
still known. It was just in contradiction to the Egyptian conception 
that they were told here that from red earth was created, not an immortal! 
God, but a mortal map, an incomplete and perishable creature. The 
stories of the flood and of the tower of Babel revealed similar Egyptian 
influences. In short it might be said of these legends and narratives that 
the compiler was not quite familiar with the Babylonian milieu; everything 
that he knew of Babylon sounded like legends from very. ancient times. 
The outlines of the pictures were distorted, the pictures themselves faded, 
and here and there painted over with strange colours. Dr. Yahuda 
gave a number of examples of words which occurred in both Assyro- 
Babylonian and in Egyptian, and had passed into Hebrew. In most of 
these cases the Hebrew formation imitated the Egyptian rather than the 
Assyro-Babylonian. It was characteristic of the enrichment of the 
Hebrew vocabulary by the adoption of words borrowed from Egyptian and 
Assyro-Babylonian that, by the side of genuinely Semitic Hebrew words, 
synonyms from Egyptian and Assyro-Babylonian, were used concur- 
rently, exactly as was the case in other civilised languages which had 
reached a higher stage of development under the iniluence of foreign 
tongues that were more advanced from a literary point of view. He 
explained the phenomenon of the presence of Egyptian elements in 
narratives in the Pentateuch of Babylonian origin by the fact that the 
legends and sagas which the Patriarchs brought with them to Canaan from 
Babylonia continued tolive with them and among their descendants, until 
they were worked up in Egyptin the spirit of the language and the cultural 
milieu of the country. There they received the literary form in which 
they lay before us at present from a fusion of the Babylonian residuum, 
‘with the newly added Egyptian elements. Proceeding to deal with the 
Deuteronomic texts, he showed that in the later parts of the Pentateuch 
there were to be found many words and expressions which must have 
been taken from the dialect of the peoples among whom the Israelites 
wandered. This could be proved by the fact that these words and expres- 
sions were stiil to be found in use among the Bedouins of those parts, and 
only of those parts. The same applied to Deuteronomiclaws and regula- 
tions, and the omission by Moses of references to conditions which would 
have been appropriate in Egypt, but which would not have applied to the 
surroundingsof Moab. Summarising his conclusions, Dr. Yahuda said that 
at a very early period a dialect branched out from the Canaanite language 
at the moment of its adoption by the Patriarchs entering Canaan from a 


highly cultured land. This dialect began to lead its own life, and to go 


through a process of development, away from its Canaanite parent 
language under the influence of the Aramaic mother-tongue of the 
Patriarchs, which had probably grown and developed long before in close 
relation with Akkadian and Assyro-Babylonian. From that moment 
began 

THE REAL EXISTENCE OF HEBREW 


as a separate language. This Hebrew language absorbed into itself the 
Assyro-Baby!lonian clements, in its first phases of development, probably 
through the intermediary of the Aramaic tongue of the Patriarchs. But 
the Egyptian language was the one which most influenced Hebrew, 
enriching it, enlarging it, transforming it, modifying and developing it, 
until it attained the literary height at which we now met it in the Penta- 
teuch. Hebrew was perfected for literary use by the author of the 
Pentateuch. lts language was so closely allied to the mode of thought 
and expression of Egyptian as to convey the impression that while the 
author wrote in Hebrew he thoughtin Egyptian, that while the main part 
of the vocabulary was Hebrew, the spirit was’ Egyptian. Only later, 
when the Israelites began again, far from the Egyptian cultural sphere, 
to have direct relations with Semitic tribes and peoples on the return 
urney to the home of their forefathers, did linguistic elements again 
in to enter into the last portions of the Pentateuch from Semitic 
dialects. Dr. Yahuda concluded: 
“Tn my three lectures I have-—as you have seen—generally dilated 
upon the linguistic aspects of the problem of the Pentateuch. My chief 
rpoge was to prove that the Hebrew of the Pentateuch had been in 
very respect intensively influenced by the Egyptian language; that this 
only have happened at a time when the Hebrews, according to 
lived for several certuries in Egypt and among the Egyptians, 
when they were thoroughly familiar with Egyptian customs and the 


Egyptian language. The suggestion that the Hebrew language has becn 
influenced by Egyptian is not new, and I have myself more than once 
emphasised this; my object was, however, to prove—and that is the 
new and significant feature of my investigation—that the Hebrew 
language was alive in Egypt among the Hebrews, and that it was 
developed there to the complete literary level at which we find it in the 
Pentateuch. From the few cxamples which I have been able to submit 
within the limits of these lectures, you will have seen that in the Hebrew 
of the Pentateuch not only are there present many words borrowed from 
Egyptian, but that many genuinely-Hebrew words, expressions, and 
phrases are assimilated exactly to the usage of the Egyptian 
language; that even new idiomatic formations have been constituted 
from the Hebrew language itself in the spirit of Egyptian. It 
would have been quite impossible for this to have happened 
and to have been reflected in the Pentateuch if the Hebrew 
language had not lived in Egypt itself in the mouth of the Hebrews, 
and if the Pentateuch had not been written by the compiler at 
that period and in the Hebrew language. I have of course been able 
only to submit a very small portion of my material and to give only a 
few hints concerning the essential questions as to the relations of the 
Hebrew Language also to Assyro-Babylonian and to the dialects of the 
Trans-Jordanian lands in Moal and Negeb and in the Sinaitic Peninsular. 
I stated at the beginning of my Lectures that the complete documenta. 
tion and illustration of all the questions and results treated can only be 
given in my larger work—which I have in preparation. My inteuticn 
was in these Lectures merely to draw attention to the fresh matecria!s 
from which the new structure would be erected. In much greater 
measure what I have said affects the treatment of the questions concerning 
Textual criticism and the higher criticism of the Pentateuch in regard to 
the unity and chronological order of the Pentateuchal material. Il wanted 
really to say that those questions, too, should be considered from a lingu 

istic point of view, because we can here take our stand on positive and 
immovable ground without indulging in speculation or proceeding induc 


tively on the basis of external premises. It is clear that all these — 


questions and problems are of the greatest interest, not only for special- 
ists in Oriental and Biblical studies, bat also for a larger circle 
of the educated public which has great concern for the Bible and 
here in England perbaps more than in any other land, and not in any 
other country is the Bible read with such fervid devotion, such deep 
understanding and so profound an appreciation. But, on the other hand, 
it is equally clear that the discussion of these questions can only be 
carried on by serious scholars and specialists, and not by scientitic 
amateurs whiose sole endeavour is to mix themselves up. in important 
discussions without the necessary equipment, and thereby to assume 
importance in dilettante circles. literary contributions, indeed, 
are amusing as they are inusiguificant—amusing on account of th 
charming naivety with which they reveal their ignorance—and insignill- 
cant on account of the motive by which they are inspired. It goes without! 
saying that they cannot be taken seriously, and will be ignored by me. 
The scientific world as well as the public at large has the decpest interest 
in establishing the truth, and the trath can only emerge from a serious 
well-considered scientific investigation ba-ed upon the necessary know- 
ledge. I hope my work may deserve the interest of serious scholars of 
this quality and attract their attention. For many centuries the Bible 
has spread great eternal truths throughout the worid and made mauy of 
them the common property of mankind. ‘The pure and stimulating spirit 
of truth from this Book of books must pervade also the science of the 
Bible, so that the spirit of truth which emanates from the Bible taay help 
us to find the truth about the Bible, and to-pass it on. 

Canon Box, in moving a vote of thanks to Dr. Yahuda, saidhe had put 
before them some new and revolutionary points of view, and be sincerely 
hoped that the larger work he had promised would be put before the 
scholastic world in due course. His conclusion could then be subject to 
the criticism of scholars and experts, and he had no doubt that some 
valuable results would emerge... In any case Dr. Yahuda had rendered a 
supremely valuable service in putting a new point of view from whic! to 
judge. the whole subject of Pentateuchal criticism. He felt personally 
rather like a critic in a den of Daniels. -(Laughter:) He was still 
impenitently a critic. He still believed in criticism. Criticism was the 
pursuit of truth, and it took into consideration all sorts of complicated 
factors which entered into that Pentateuchal question. They were not 
only linguistic, but historical and religious also, and only a very balanced 
judgment, which took into consideration all these factors, would ultimately 
present a final solution. He looked forward with the greatest interest to 
Dr. Yahuda’s work, and he could assure him that scholars would take his 
work very seriously, and would consider it in that spirit of criticism and 
respect which he was sure he would expsct them to adopt towards it. 


Psalms and Pogroms. 


The Prime Minister, in conveying to the House of Commons the 
decision come to regarding Gsrmany, dealt (says the Jewish World) with 
the allegation that has been so extensively propagated, that better terins 
than had originally been contemplated had been secured for Germany 
through the pressure of Jewish influence. 


There are some people (he said) who will say we have gone too far, and 
there are people who are inclined to say that we have not gone far ewongh. 
I see that we have already been attacked on the ground that we have been 
inspired by Jewish financiers. There are some peopie who have always 
got this on the brain. They siny Jewish psalms on Sunday, and for the rest 
of the week they are pronouncing Jewish pogroms. (Laughter.) I see they 
have suggested that some notes we received from the bankers came from 
Jewish financiers. Asa matter of fact, two of those distinguished bankers 
were Englishmen, one of them was an Irishman, and I need hardly say that 
there was a Scotsman amongthem. (Laughter,) 


That mot of the Prime Minister's about singing Jewish psalms on Sunday 
and pronouncing pogroms for the rest of the week (the Jewish World 
observes), will live. It deserves to. It was as witty as it was wise.

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REUCHLIN AND THE HUMANISTS. 


LECTURE BY Mr. F. 8S. SPIERS. 


Mr. F. 8. Spiers, 0.B.E., delivered the second of the lectures on the 
Jews of the Sixteenth Century, arranged at Toynbee Hall under the 
University Extension Scheme, by the Jewish Historical Society, on 
Tuesday last. 

Mr. SPIERS said that that evening he would deal with some of the 
influences which Jewish learning had on European thought in the six- 
teenth century. The terrible persecutions in Spain, which had preceded 
the Expulsion, had led to the emigration of many Jewish scholars, and to 
the introduction of Jewish culture into other parts of Europe, particu- 
larly in Italy and Germany. The great event of the century was, of 


course, the Reformation. This was in its way the outcome of that 
great movement known as the Renascence. The revival of learn- 
ing was the revolt against the intelicctual tyranny of the 


Middle Ages. It was the emergence of the individual mind from the 
trammels of authority. They were concerned with one particular phase— 
that of scholasticism. The scholastic philosophy, which was an attempt 
to unify the medieval Christian conception of life, was an advance on the 
thought of the dark ages. Though it might secm very narrow to the 
modern thinker, it implied some measure of freethought. ‘The scholastic 
philosophers were interested in the ancient sages, particularly in 
Aristotic. Their knowledge of him was acquired not at first hand, 
but through Arabic translations which in turn owed much to the Jewish 
interpreters—particulariy Maimonides. . But scholasticism gradually 
fell under the power of the Church. Its scope was narrowed more 
and more, and the reaction against this tyranny was known as Humanism. 
Mr. Spiers went on to point out that the origin of Humanism was literary. 
It led not only to the revival of Latin inits classical form but to the study 
of Piato. The study of Platonism and neo-llatonism laid the foundations 
of schools and academies in Italy, the teachers being the Greeks who had 
fied from Byzantium. The greatest of these was Agyropuilos, and his 
pupils included Johann von Reuchlin. But of greater interest to them was 
the fact that the revival not only led to an intensive study of Latin and 
Greek, but also of Hebrew. It was Pico Di Mirandola who led Reuchlin 
to take an interest in Hebrew. The former had met certain Jewish rabbis 
and bad become deeply interested in the Kabala. The times had been 
favourable to the growth of Mysticism. The terrible persecutions which the 
Jews had suffered, not only in Spain, but throughout Europe, at the time 
of the Black Death, had made them only too inclined to look for some 
mnysterious and mystical solace. So influenced was Mirandola by the 
Kabala, that he actually endeavoured to induce Pope Sixtus IV. to make 
bts study obligatory, on the ground that it contained evidences of the 
truth of Christianity. This revival of Hebrew was also to be seen in the 
sermons of Savonarola, which breathed the true spirit of the old Hebrew 
prophets. Ofthe Jewish teachers and rabbis in Italy, the best known 
were Elijah Levita, who was for some.time resident in the Augustine 
Convent at Rome, and afterwards proof reader at the printing press of 


Bomberg at Venice: Baruch de Lattes, Papal Physician; Samuel 
Abarbanel, who fled from Spain to Naples and wmade _his 
house a centre of Hunianistic learning; Abraham  Farissol, 
ef Ferrara; and, above ali, Azaria de Rossi, the first Jew 
to write a geographical work and the father of the science of 
Judaism. He studied Jewish History and Antiquity from a _ scientific 


point of view, and, like most thinkers in advance of his age, was rewarded 
with excommunicati 

Reuchiin, continued Mr. Spiers, shared with Erasmus the dis- 
tinction of being the greatest of the Humanists. His introduction 
to Hebrew by Mirandola decided him to continue the _ study. 
He was convinced that that ancient tongue contained hiddentruths. His 
visits to Italy in a diplomatic capacity enabled him to find Hebrew 
teachers, the best known of whom was Jacob Loaus, physician to the 
Emperor. In 1506 appeared from the pen of Reuchlin the first Hebrew 
Grammar written by aChristian, De Rudimentis Hebraicis. Heeven went 
6o far as to urge the Emperor to appoint Professors of Hebrew at 
every German University. Mr. Spiers concluded his address by a detailed 
‘account of the well-known Pfefferkorn-Reuchlin controversy. He pointed 
out that in this, as throughout the ages, the Jew had stood for progress 
and enlightenment, as against reaction and the powers of darkness. The 
Talmud and the Torah had been the symbol round which had rallied all 
the forces that made for the intellectual and moral advance of civilisation 
at large. 

The next lecture on Tuesday will be on “ The Shulchan Aruch,” by 
Dayan L. Mendelsohn, in place of Mr. Elkan Adler, who will be abroad 
on that date. Mr. Adiler’s lecture on “The Development of Hebrew 
Printing,” originally announced for Tuesday next, will be delivered 
fostead on May 3lst. 


Reformatory School Accommodation. 


The Special Schools Sub-Committee of the Education Committee of 
the London County Council reported to a meeting of that Committee, held 
on Wednesday, as follows :— 

The Committee on 15th October, 1919 (p. 700), passed theifollowing 
resolution : | 

That Jewish boys whom a court has decided to commit to reformatory 
schools from the London courts do remain at the Pentonville Road place of 
detention for a period of three weeks, if necessary, pending inquiry as to the 

ssibility of sending them to institutions specially suitable for their needs, and 

at the Secretary of the United Synagogues be notified of each case; that if, at 
the expiration of the period above mentioned,a place in a reformatory school 
shal! not bave been found by the United Synagogues, the courts bs asked to 
commit the boy to the Finlay Street reformatory school. 

We have again had the matter under consideration, and, having 
regard to the fact that the two reformatory schools established by the 
Council at Finlay Street, Fulham, and Russell House, Clapham, have 
since been closed, and that a new reformatory school for Jewish juvenile 
offenders bas been established at Park House, Hayes, Middlesex, we are 
of opinion that the arrangement by which the Council notified the officers 
of the United Synagogue of Jewish boys awaiting committal to reforma- 
tory schools should be discontinued. We, therefore, propose that the 
resolution of the Committee of 15th October, 1919, be not further acted 
upon. 


We understand that Park House, Hayes, mentioned above, has 
already been opened, and that at present there is only one inmate. It 
was acquired at an expenditure of several thousand pounds.

SERIOUS FINANCIAL POSITION. 


The annual meeting was beld on Sunday at Landau House, Hutchisom 
Street. Mr. W. WACHMAN, the President, was in the Chair. 

In moving the adoption of the report, the Chairman said that, although 
the Yeshiba was the first institution of its kind in England, it had for 
some time undergone, and was still passing through a financial crisis, 
unprecedented in its history. In the short period of its existence it had 
done most wonderful work. One of the most prominent features of last 
year’s educational progress was the formation of a new morning class for 
juniors numbering eighteen students, who besides being instructed in 
Talmud were also being coachéd in Tenach, Shalchan Aruch, and Ilebrew 
Grammar. The majority of them showed great progress. The new term 
recently began, and one hundred and twenty pupils were on the register, 
thirty-seven of whom attended the whole day course. ‘The others 
attended the evening classes, but the number could have been greatly 
increased had there been moro accommodation, Some of 
students attending the whole day course were given a grant of £2.a week, 
and a good many other students were given grants of smaller amounts. 
Encouragement was given to students in their work by granting them quar- 
terly prizes, in addition to their regular scholarship grants. All the classes 
had been regularly examined by KabbiS. Bloch, the permanent examiner 


of the Yeshiba, and quarterly examinations were held by Dayan 5. I... 


Hillman, who scrutinised the progress of each class, with excellent 
results. The institution had also been visited by famous Rabbis from 
abroad, all of whom had testified to the wonderful knowledge of Talmud 
and higher Rabbinics of the students, most of them of British 
birth. ‘The very fact that immigration into this country was now 
restricted and that few Rabbis, Shochetim or teachers from abroad 
could take up positions when vacancies occurred should induce the public 
to support such an invaluable institution as the Yeshibah. Through the 
present scarcity of Shochetim, some Provincial Congregations were con- 
fronted with the difficulty of obtaining an official to act as Shochet or 
teacher. With this fact in view the Committee had encouraged three 
young men to study Shecheta. Eighteen of their former students now 
occupied positions with English Congregations; while thirty others were 


- teachers in Religion Classes, some occupying the position of Headmaster. - 


One of their senior students had been granted a full Rabbinical Dipioma. 
If funds were not soon torthcoming the institution would have to curtail 
some of its work or else close down entirely. About. eight months ago an 
appeal was issued to the Community, but it met with a very poor response. 
The deficit was then about £500. A concert was recently given in aid of 
the funds and realised about £100. Nevertheless, he had to record a 
deficit of £800 since the appeal was launched, Abont£95 to £100 a week, 
or roughly £5,000 a year, was required to maintain the institution, and 
most of this money was usually obtained in small contributions. He 
hoped that the Committee about to be elected would put the necessity of 
the institution before the publicand endeavour to obtain their support. 

Mr. W. SCHIFF seconded the adoption cf the report, which was 
unanimously accepted. 

Mr. A. MUNDY, the Treasurer, in presenting the balance-shect; said 
that 8) per cent. of the expenditure went towards the- educational 
activities of the Yeshbiba. The contributions amounted to £750, donations, 
subscriptions and collections to £2,418, while the salaries to the teachers 
and secretary and the grants to students were £3,400. 

Dayan 8. I. HILLMAN, in seconding the motion for the adoption of the 
balance-sheet, referred to the quarterly cxamination recently. conducted 
by him, which showed most gratifying results. He wished that the 
public were afforded the opportunity of witnessing these examinations, 

The balance-sheet was unanimously accepted. 

Mr. J. ‘LEVY suggested that the Yeshiba should approach all syna- 
gogues attached to the Federation of Synagogues, and to ask them to levy 
a tax on their members in support of the institution. 

Mr. GOLDENBERG, however, suggested that the Federation of Syna- 
gogues should be asked to open a furd for the benefit of all educational 
institutions, thus putting an end to individual institutions appealing 
separately to that organisation. 

Mr. I. ABRAHAMS proposed that a Sub-Committee be appointed to 
investigate the funds, with a view to their being made public, and so 
elicit the support of the community by showing that it was impossible 
to cut down expenditure. 

Mr. RITTENBERG seconded the motion, which was agreed to. 

Messrs. M. A. Zablotsky, 8. E. Sklanowitz and Il. Abrahams were 
elected Auditors. Twenty-five members were elected on the Committee, 
The Hon. Officers will be elected at the next Committee meeting.

There 
are bound to be Bolshevists among the Jews—a people scattered among 
all nations. Every fair-minded man must make allowances for that. 
But the “Special Correspondent” did not, and his insinuating reterences 
to Jewish leanings towards Bolshevism would enquestionably do harm. 
{was much pleased when I read Dr. Daiches’ trenchant, yet courteous 
replies in the Scotsman, and felt sure that they would largely counteract 
any bad effect produced by the “ Special Correspondent,” and atthe same 
time clear away any misunderstandings which may he held among. 
Christians regarding the attitude of the Jewish people towards Bolshevism. 
From my own experience, extending over a long period of years, I have 
found a great sympathy towards the Jewish people in the sufferings that so. 
many of them have had, and still have, to endure. I found this in a 


recent visit to towns in Lancashire and Yorkshire, where I addressed ©

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JEWISH RELIGIOUS EDUCATION BOARD 
MR. FRANKLIN DECLINES RE-ELECTION. 

A meeting of the Board was held at 38, Hallam Street, on Monday. 
Dr. ALFRED EICHHOLZ, C.B.E., presided, and there were present: 

Dayan Feldman, B.A., the Revs. M. Adler, D.8.0., J. L. Geffen. I. Harris 
M.A., W. Levin, Livingstone, and V. G. Simmons, B.A.. Mrs A. Kichholz, 
Mrs. B. L. Q. Henriques, Miss M. Nathan, and Messrs. J Bernberg, C.S Davis, 
I. Goldston, J. Meller, G. H. Nisse, S. Sasserath and F. S. Spiers, O.B.E. 


The CHAIRMAN said he had received a letter from Mr. Arthur E. 
Franklin, who was then in Jerusalem, thanking the Board for the 
resolution passed at the last meeting, but regretting that he could not see 
his way to alter his decision to retire from the Board. Dr. Eichholz said 
that the choice of a new President would be a matter of great difficulty. 

The Rev. IsipoRE HArRkis said that the resignation of Mr. Franklin 
was a great misfortune. That gentleman combined in himself all the 
qualifications required forthe position. He was not only atower of finan- 
cial strength, but he had a thorough grasp of educational problems, and 
above all, in his own way of life he followed out the precepts which the 
Board was established to inculcate. He moved that steps for the recogni- 
tion of his eminent services should be taken by the Executive Committee. 
The motion was supported by Mr. 8. Sasserath and unanimously adopted, 

A long discussion took place on the recommendation of the Executive 
Committee, approving of the transfer of the Teachers’ Training Com- 


' mittee to the Central Committee on Jewish Education, and promising the 


Board's favourab!e consideration of a continuance of the grant. 

Dayan FELDMAN laid stress on the importance of the work of the 
Teachers’ Committee. The supply of Jhwish teAchers was hopelessly 
inadequate. The dream of the Committee was to encourage the adoption 
of the teaching profession, so that eventually they would have a supply, 
not only of Jewish teachers for religious purposes, but Jewish teachers 
per se. The teacher was in many ways more important than the rabbi 
or minister. 

The Rev. Istipqke HARRIS protested against the suggestion to con- 
tinue the grant. If the Teachers’ Committee was to be inc rporated into 
the Jewish War Memorial, it amounted to nothing more than subscribing 
to that organisation, which was the reverse of what things ought to be. 

Dayan FELDMAN said that the £150 that the Board granted the 
Committee was in the nature of a quid pro quo. Practically all the 
teachers théy turned out were for the service of the Board. 

Dr. EICHHOLZ appealed to the Board to support the recommendation. 
For the sake of its prestige, it must show its practical sympathy with 
the training of teachers. The recommendation was of a very. non: 
‘commital nature, and only promised favourable consideration. 

Mr. J. MELLER said that the training of teachers was a primary 
interest of the Board. 

The Rev. WALTER LEVIN said that the Teachers’ Committee had not 
applied for the grant during the last two years because they did not 
require it. But the supply of teachers had shrunk to such an extent that 
not even ten could be found to replace the wastage. 

After the Rev. Michael Adler and Mrs. Eichholz had also spoken, the 
recommendation was adopted. 

The draft report and accounts were then discussed and adopted, after 
minor amendments had been made. Referring to the accounts. Mr. 
SASSERATH, Treasurer, pointed out that the subscriptions only amounted 
to £56. The expenditure had increased by £2,000in salariesalone. It was 
important to consider whether they could not introduce into the personnel 


of the Committee some financial elements, which would assist them in’ 


their task of placing the funds en a sound basis. 
The CHAIRMAN agreed with the previous speaker. _Perhaps there 
‘was too much of the intellectual element on the Board. He hoped that 


. in the future the report would include a real edueational appendix sum- 


marising the work of the Board. 

It was decided to refer back to the Executive Committee the recom- 
mendations as to the School at Sigdon Road, Dalston, where there were 
‘gome 500 children without religious education. It was decided that a 
special effort must be made to raise the necessary funds for this purpose. 
Steps are also being taken to provide religious education for the girls 
at Myrdle Street, at the Settles Street and Rutland Street Classes. 

The Rev. V. G. Simmons, Miss Hyam, and Messrs. C. S. Davis and 
J. Meller were appointed representatives at the Educational Conference 
convened by the Central Committee for Jewish Education. 

The Rey. I. Livingstone was appointed Organising Minister at the 
Woodclose School, in place of the Rev. 8S. Levy, who had resigned. 

The Rey. VIVIAN SIMMONS referred to the report of the Treats Sub- 
Committee. He said that the Committee had found that the grant of £50 
made by the Board would be inadequate to give treats to all the classes 
who had none. Treats, in his opinion, were of so much value that they 
Should be given twice a year. 

The Treasurer announced the receipt of a legacy of £1,000 from the 
estate of the late Mr. Daniel de Pass. é 


The annual distribution of prizes will take place on Sunday, June 
5th, at half-past three, at the Hall of the Jews’ Free School. Mr. F.C. 
Stern, O.B.E., M.C., will preside, and Mrs. Stern will distribute the 
prizes. The biennial general meeting for the election of delegates will 
be held at three o'clock.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—I thank Mr. Israel Davis, M.A., for his little note in last week's 
JEWISH CHRONICLE correcting my errorin the name or title of the Society 
of Hebrew Literature. But I made a more unpardonable error, for which 
I wish to apologise, and that is, my omission of Mr. Davis’ name when I 
mentioned the active workers in that Society. Mr. Davis was himself an 
Hon. Secretary, and I do not forgive myself for neglecting to mention it.

Whenever deaf-mutes have asked me to marry them I have hitherto 
refused, unless they could convince me that they were born normal, aud 
¢hat their deaf-mutism was due to some illness of infancy or childhood. 


ORTHODOX JUDAISM, 
ZIONISM, AND CHRISTIANS. 


THE RELATION OF “LIBERAL” JEWS. 


It will be recollected that in our issue of April 29th, we referred te 
the annual meeting of the Jewish Religious Union, which was held at the 
residence of the Hon. Lily H. Montagu, the Red Lodge, Bayswater, whoa 
Mr. LIONEL: JACOB, in the absence of Mr. Claude G. Montefiore, who was 
indisposed, presided. At that meeting, a discussion was announced te 
be held on the subjects of the relation of “ Liberal” Jews to: 

1. Orthodox Judaism, 
2. Zionism, and 
8. Their Christian neighbours. 


As explained in the issue alluded to, an offer on the part of the JEWwisa 
CHRONICLE to report the proceedings was not acceded to on the ground 
that the discussion was to be private. Notwithstanding this assurance, 
we find that a report of the debate was supplied to and printed by the 
Jewish Religious Union Bulletin.. We reproduce it below, and our readers 
will be able to gather why those responsible for the discussion desired te 
withhold a report of it from the Jewish Press. The following is the 
Bulletin’s report : 


The formal business of the meeting being terminated, Miss DAtsy L, 
ADLER opened a discussion on “Liberal Jadaism and Zionism.” She 
explained that she spoke neither “officially” as a Liberal Jew nor asa 
Zionist, but was only putting forward her own views. The question was 
one that aroused a good deal of thought; she was constantly thinking of 
it, and she had certainly not come to the end of herthinking. She stated 
what the word “Jew” meanttoher. If she thought of Koman Catnolcs 
she thought of a group of people who held definite religious views. White 
if she thought of Italians, Norwegians, Indians, and soon, she hadin mind 
people who had different mental and physical characteristics. Dut, 
obviously, when she spoke of ‘Jews she thought of a set'of peop'e 
whose fundamental re-actions to life were the same; it did 
not matter what country a particular Jew came from. Aionisua 
meant to her more than the salving of a number of people from 
oppressed areas. But even if that were all, surely it was a great piece of 
philanthropic work. Butto her it meant something more. She saw the 
formation of a commonwealth—the banding together ofa number of people 
for the good of life. That commonwealth would have the Uonetit of the 
inspiration and natural. genius of the people, combined with the know 
ledge gained in many countries. Sacha combination must do some detinite 
good, something constructive. Her case for aJewish National Nome was 
that it meant the gathering together of a number of people, who by thoir 
very institutions, by their attitude towards the problems of to-day, would 
work out the re-actions in the way. she belicved they should. be 
worked out. As regards Liberal Judaism, she did not fec!l thag 


its essential principles were not held by other people, by other . 


schools of thought. She was convinced that the great nun-orthodox 
branches of Christianity believedin the same essentials as she dil. But 
because she was a Jewess, just asin National th ngs, so in religion, she 
could not share the views of another group. L boral Jews looked at 
essentials from what she called the Jewish angie; the Jewish attitude 
towards moral and religious questions was the angle at which she stood. 
Relatively speaking, she saw norcason why all Zionists could not be 
Liberal Jews. Of course there were the cxtreme orthodox set like the 
Mizrachi, but there were many in the movement who were Liberal Jews 
like herself... She knew that there were many Zionists who conformed 
to no religion at all... Yet there could bo no national life without 
religion, and she was convinced that when there was a centre of Jewish 
inspiration, where the people felt free to conform to the thought they 
really believed in, then there would be a great movement towards 
Liberalism. 

Mr. HARRY R. Lewis said that if the fact that Zionism meant the 
realisation of an ideal were really appreciated many Liberal Jews would 
be chary about taking up any opposition to it. Some peop:e were 
inappreciative enough to say that Zionists were not imbued with religion 
as they should be. The fact was, that in order to attain theic onds, 
Zionists had to move along political lines, and more attention was paid to 
that side of it than the religious. But now it was worth while to con- 
sider the religious side. It was the realisation of a great Biblical idea, 
He looked forward to the day when the banner of Liberal Judaism would 
be held aloft in Palestine. Just as Zionism was going forward so waf 
Liberal Judaism, and he thought that in a not too distant future they 
would march along parallel lines. 

Mr. Maurice L. PERLZWaiIG thought there- was a close connection 
between Zionism and Liberal Judaism. Zionism was consciously strong ; 
its ideal was of a commonwealth based on social justice. Judaism 
stressed very much on social righteousness, and unie3s the com. 
munity was definitely Jewish not only in its ideas, bat also in 
its legislation, it could not carry out the mission of Israel. He 
knew that the question of nationality was a stumbling block from 
the anti-Zionist’s point of view, but he could not see why it was. 
The idea of nationality was ‘a powerful force in the life of to-day. 
In the late war, it was strong enough to over-ride religious feelings. 
Religious bodies ought to ask themselves how they could best use thas 
force. One looked to Liberal Judaism to raise the level of religious dis- 
cussion within the Zionist Movement. He was glad to know that efforts 
were being made to alter the attitude of irreconcilability of Liberal Jews 
towards Z:onism. 

The Hon. LILY MONTAGU said she spoke from the personal side. To 
her the two conceptions were antagonistic. Her conception of Zionism 
went against all she held dear in Liberal Judaism. The attraction of 
Liberal Judaism for her was that it made demands on the intellect and 
the spiritual power; that had nothing to do with the accident of birth. 
They were Liberal Jews because they could express the highest truth 
through that religion. Their work was to spread a knowledge 
of Liberal Judaism in all countries of the world, and they 
were able to do that just because they were a scattered brother- 
hood. She felt troubled when she heard earnest people say that a Jewish 
State was needed to fight for social justice. She wanted to fight for it as 
an Englishwoman. Her Judaism made her want to fight for truth, and 
she believed she could go on fighting for itin England. She could not 
feel devoted to two national ideals. On one point she agreed ; she wanted 
Liberal Judaism fo get into Zion. She was distressed when she came 
across a number of Zionists who did not believe in God. They said that it 
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was their Zionism that helped them to lead holy lives. That was good 
but it was not Judaism. 


Rabbi MATTUCK said that he was glad to be able to find himself in 
agreement with Zionists on one point; he agreed whole-heartedly with 
their sympathy and interest in Liberal Judaism! (Laughter). He said 
briefly that the older he got he found that he knew less and less about 
other people’s religions, and he had very little energy to penetrate other 
people's religious views. Frankly, if Zionists said that Liberal Judaism 
and Zionism went together he could only reply, “thank heaven for that!” 
Great stress was laid on the fact that Judaism was a universal religion, 
and it was only able to show what it meant for the world by living in the 
world. Nationality was one thing and religion was another. If religion 
was bound up in one nation, it would mean the weakening of that religion. 
He showed how a State might be composed of a different number of 
nationalities, and he went on to say that Liberal Judaism said that no set 
of worthy national ideals were foreign to Judaism. He believed with Mr. 
Perlzweig in social justice, and if there was one thing that would make 
him a Zionist, it would be the hope that in Palestine they would be able 
to give Jewish social ideals frank and full expression; but he could not 
believe that in Palestine, which was under British rule, there would be 
any chance to do more than they could do in England. 

The Hon. Mrs. FRANKLIN spoke on the qnestion of nationality. She 
said that when she had attended various conferences at which Jews from 
many countries had been present she had been struck by the difference 
in their physical characteristics. She found it hard to reconcile that with 
the Zionists’ claim, that the Jews were one nation. 


Mr. JULIAN H. SIMON said although he was an anti-Zionist he had a 
great amount of sympathy with the idea of a Jewish National Home. 


OUR CHRISTIAN. NEIGHBOURS. 


Miss HeTTY SINGER opened a discussion on “Liberal Judaism and 
our Christian Neighbours.” She said that the harmony and good fellow- 
ship so desirable between the two peoples could be achieved not by 
compromise or assimilation, but by each contributing his share of 
Spiritual experience gained from his own faith. She dealt with the 
problems of Jewish children at non-Jewish schools and also of mixed 
marriages. As regards the latter she felt that parents were often to blame 

for neglecting the early training of their children. 

Mr. H. C. MARKs said that there were very few Christians who 
discussed purely religious topics with Jews. In England there was an 
inverted Pharasaism. It was characteristic of the country that religions 
discussion must be avoided. It was extraordinary what a lack of 
knowledge there was among Christians as to what Jews believed in and 
practised. He recalled that an old lady had once asked him what animals 
Jews were in the habit of sacrificing. (Laughter.) And that lady was 
one of wide knowledge and culture! 

Captain BASIL HENRIQUES thought that there were more difficulties 
in the relationship between Liberal Jews and their Christian neighbours 
than there were in the case of Orthodox Jews. Theattitude taken up by 
the orthodox Jew was to build a fence round himself: he did everything 
he could to keep apart from the Christian. As a Liberal Jew, he felt 
more strongly thamtever the need of breaking down that fence, s> that 
they could spread their doctrines abroad, on every side. Every true 
Liberal Jew had a mission, and one was filled with a tremendous desire 
to move out and give one’s neighbours that message which every member 
of the Jewish Religious Union felt they should and must give. 

Mr. A. R. Moro said he had hoped that when the Jewish Religious 
Union was started they would so simplify the externalities of Judaism 
that many Christian friends would be induced to join them. That, of 
course, was his owa view. 

Mr, LIONEL JACos, in touching on the question of anti-Semitism, said 
that it was one of the consequences of the war, which on the other hand 
should have brought Jew and Christian closer together. After ail, they 
had to live together, and that was a very good thing for both. He would 
like to see more intercourse between Jew and Christian. Christianity 
was a creed which had done much in civilising the world; they had 
achieved something which the Jews should have done. Only on the basis 


of mutual respect could Jews and Christians live comfortably as 
neighbours. 


Miss MONTAGU concluded the discussion by asking members of the 
J.R.U. to help in the work of spreading Judaism among Jews. 
Owing the lateness of the hour, it was not possible to take the third 


_ subject which had been set down for discussion: “ Liberal Judaism and 
Orthodox Judaism.” 


Mr. Moscovitch's Son. 


MARITAL RELIGIOUS DIFFERENCES. 


On Tuesday last, Mrs. Suzanne Marie Adelaide Maaskoff, wife of 
Theodore Anton Maaskoff (a son of Mr, Maurice Moscovitch, the eminent 
actor), applied to the Divorce Court for restitution of conjugal rights. 


Counsel for plaintiff stated that respondent’s father, though a witness 
at the wedding at the Registry Office, Hampstead, in 1918, had, owing to 
religious differences, done everything to separate her from her husband. 
The latter left her in November, 1919, to return to his parents. The 
plaintiff had written, asking him to return to her, but he had replied 
that she knew why he had left, and that it was impossible to do so, 
She alleged that there was no ground for his remarks,

THE ASSOCIATION AND THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE. 


We are informed that while negotiations have taken place between 
representatives of the Association of Jewish Friendly Societies and the 
Hon. Officers of the United Synagogue, the position is one of delicacy. 
Since a statement has appeared on the subject, it may be said that an 
interview took place at the offices of the United Synagogue on April 27th. 
Sir Robert Waley Cohen presided, and among his colleagues present were 
Messrs. 5. H. Emanuel, K.C., A. L. Lazarus, Samuel Moses, and J. Prag, 
J.P. A full and free interchange of opinion took place which resulted in 
proposals being discussed. As, however,the proposals were coupled with 
a condition which gave rise to a good deal of discussion, no decision 
could properly be taken. The whole subject of burial facilities for 
members of Jewish Friendly Societies is no novel one. For years the 
project has been supported by the Association, and negotiations took 
piace with the United Synagogue in 1919, and reached an advanced stage. 
The situation has changed by reason of the many complaints which 
reach the Friendly Societies regarding the charges made for burial, and 


in many cases it has been represented that the charges have been beyond - 


the means of members or their relatives. Sir Robert Waley Cohen has 
more than once made it clear that he desired a settlement of this question, 
and at the interview the other day he used his best endeavours to place 
the discussion in a form which promised a satisfactory settlement. He 
made the position of the United Synagogue clear beyond any doubt. The 
United Synagogue is not a secular institution, and negotiations on the 
subject which left the religious purposes of the United Synagogue out 
of consideration would not be encouraged ; in other words, proposals for 
burial facilities alone without any complementary scheme for religious 
worship were out of the question. : | 


ORDER ACHEI AMETH. 
GRAND LODGE MEETING. 


The annual conference of the Order Achei Ameth was held on Sunday 

last at Monnickendam Rooms, with Bro. I. Nunes Vaz, the Grand 
President, in the chair. About ninety delegates, including some from 
Manchester and Birmingham, were present. ‘The Chairman extended a 
-eordial welcome to the ladies, who were ‘present for the first time. 
In giving a résumé of the past year’s work of the Order, he described the 
various funds. He thanked the Provincial Propaganda Council for their 
efforts which had largely. contributed to the increase of over three 
hundred in membership. It was still necessary to send delegates to the 
Deputies of British Jews,if only to combat anti-Semitism. The Grand 
Lodge Officers, Bros. I. Nunes Vaz, Grand President, M. E. Waldman, 
Grand Vice-President, and A. Lewinstein, Grand Treasurer, were 
re-clected. 

The report and balance-sheet for 1920 has been issued. The 
Order is able to report an increase of membership, on the 
voluntary side, of 300, and mention is made of the efforts to this end of 
the Provincial Propaganda Council, which has been instrumental in 
forming three lodges in Manchester. Generous praise is accorded to Bro. 
J. Altman, who has retired from the office of Grand President after many 
years of devoted service to the Order. The report also refers feelingly 
to the loss sustained by the death of Bro. I. Perez, a well-known Friendly 
Society leader, ‘here is an interesting reference to efforts male on behalf 
of the Jewish National cause. The report regrets the apathy of the 
members of the Order and their failure to respond to the Ordex's appeal. 

The balance-sheet shows an income of £4,087, an expenditure of 
£3,197, and a surplus of £889. The total capital of the Order has increased 
from £14,584 to £17,213. | 

A dinner in celebration of the Grand Lodg¢@ Conference was held 
at Monnickendam Rooms in the evening. Lord Rothschild presided 
over the proceedings. Bro. I. Goldman, in submitting the toastof the 
Order, spoke appreciatively of the work of the Grand Lodge Officers, Bros. 
I. Nunes Vaz, M. EK. Waldman, and A. Lewinstein. Bro. I. Nunes Vaz, 
the Grand President, on behalf of the Grand Lodge, made a presenta- 
tion to Bro. J. Altman, Past Grand President. The presentation 
consisted of an illuminated address, and a silver stand and vases. 

Bro. A. Lewinstein proposed “The Visitors,” and coupled, with the 

toast the name of Mr. Lucien Wolf. Bro. Lewinstein said that most of 
them did not see eye to eye with Mr. Wolf. The Jewish Friendly 
Socisties hada function to perform in Jewish life, viz., to form a friendly 
bridge between the various sections of Jewry, and that was one of the 
reasons why they welcomed Mr. Wolf. 
--Mr.. Lucien Wolf, who was cordially received, expressed his 
appreciation of the Friendly Societies, among which the Achei Ameth 
took a high place. The movement broughta high moral influence to bear 
on its economic activities. At the Deputies of British Jews, the repre- 
sentatives of the Friendly Societies formed a link between secular and 
synagogal institutions, and they were really the pioneers of the more 
representative system now mirrored at that assembly. 

Replying to the toast of his health, proposed by Bro. M. E. Waldman, 

Lord Rothschild assured them he would take the utmost interest in 
all Jewish activities, and wouldserve the community faithfully. (Applause). 
Referring to Palestine, he trusted that a real national home and asylum 
would be set up and that Jewish activities would be exerted to their 
fullest extent, free and untrammelled by the influences which had 
stunted the growth, stifled the aspirations, and almost crushed the 
energies of the Jewish people for eighteen hundred years. | 

WaR MEMORIAL.—The consecration of a tablet, in memory of 
the twenty-one members of the Order: who laid down their lives 
in the great war, was held at the Great Garden Street 
Synagogue on Monday last. Many relatives of the fallen, 
members of the Executive Council, and from the provinces, attended. 
Among those present were Councillors J. W. Rosenthaland H. Kosky, J.P. 
After the Mincha service had been read by the Rev. I. Aarons, Bro. I. 
Nunes-Vaz, the Grand-President, delivered an introductory address. This 
was followed by the unveiling of the tablet by Haham Dr. M. Gaster, who, 
in a short and impressive speech, referred to the great part which the 
Jewish people had played inthe late war. He condoled with the relatives 
of the departed members of the Order AcheiAmeth. The memorial tablet 
was a symbol forall time of Jewish sacrifice. He concluded by offeringa 
short prayer. The Rector of Whitechapel, in associating himself with the 
sentiments of Dr. Gaster, expressed his admiration of the part played by 
Jewish boys in the war, and referred appreciatively to the distinctions 
gained by them as recorded in the Rev. M. Adier’s book. The Last Post 
was sounded by buglers of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, who also furnished 
a Guard of Honour, under the command of Cadet-Capt. M. Karo.

LIVERPOOL. 


TRANSMIGRANTS AID COMMITTEE, 


A meeting of the Committee was held on Sunday. The Rey. I. 


RAFFALOVICH presided. The Chairman gave adetailed report of the work 
done during the pastthree months. He also referred to an interview which 
he and the Secretary had with the Rev. Mr, Hunter-Boyd ‘from Canada 
with reference to restrictions imposed upon immigrants in Canadian ports. 

The Committee have interviewed and dealt with more than one 
thousand cases during the last quarter. The total number of cases held 
up for various causes was 109, seventy-five of which were satisfactorily 
dealt with. £2,880 has been received from relatives in America and 
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Mr, E. P. HOLLANDER, presided. 


Canada as the result of cables sent on behalf of the immigrants by the 
Committee, 

The Committee have been faced with the necessity of clothing large 
numbors of transmigrants. A special appeal was made from the pul pits 
during the Passover, to which the Liverpool community responded 
liberally. Noless than four hundred articles of clothing were distributed. 
The Secretary, Mr. A. Levy, gave details of some cases, showing the 
problems which have constantiy to be dealt with. It was decided to 
open premises close to the Shipping Boarding Houses for the convenience 
of the transmigrants. 

The Treasurer's statement of account showed an expenditure during 
the past four months of close on £1,500. No less than £1.009 of this sum 
is headed maintenance, doctors, medicine, and clothing. The income s9 
far had been barely enough to cover this amount; donations amounting to 
only £1,600 had been received. Of this sum, Liverpool contributed over 
£800. 

Mr. PitLip ETTINGER pointed out that as the expenditure averaged 
nearly £300 per month, it seemed almost inconceivable that the general 
public should be so deaf to the cry of the refugee. Notwithstanding the 
number of appeals which had been made, the response was very meagre. 
From the whole of the London area, only twenty donations had been 
received. Liverpool was bearing more than half of the financial burden, 
and unless the income were to be considerably augmented and kept up, 
& grave responsibility would devolve upon the general community. 

Mr. HERBERT J. Davis, C.C., hoped that the Jewish Press would take 
note of this state of affairs and impress the urgency of the matter upon 
the general Jewish public. 

Mr. HERBERT W. LEVY, President of the Board of Guardians, thanked 
the executive officers for their work, and promised his whole-hearted 
support in furtherance of the cause. The vote was seconded by Mr. 
LIONEL GOLLIN, a Past President of the Board.—{[COMMUNICATED. |

A recommendation to remove the disability in the case of Mr. M. 
Gumpelson, as trustee, in view of his long and excellent services, was 
proposed by Mr. E. P. Hollander, supported by Mr. 8. J. Davis, and 
adopted. 

The whole of the late Committee were re-elected, except Mr. A, 
Goldberg (resigned), who was replaced by Mr. Sol Levy. — 

A vote of thanks to the Executive was unanimously adopted on 
the proposition of Mr. |. L. Jacobs, seconded by Mr.8. J. Davis. 

The monthly meeting of the Board was afterwards held, at- which 
Mr. S. J. Levi, was elected President; Mr. Stanley Davis, Treasurer; 
and Miss L. Simmons, Hon. Secretary. 

In returning thanks for his election, Mr. S. J. Levi expressed the 
warm appreciation of the Committee of the able and zealous manner in 
which the outgoing President had discharged his duties. : 

The report states in part: 

The present number of subscribers is 310 compared with 319,.a loss of 9 
during the year. The transfer of the funds of the Sabbath Meal Society to this 
Board has been completed, and the Board now adds to its functions those of the 
above Society. Owing to the alteration of the Board’s financial year to 
December 3ist, to bring it into line with the Congregational Year, it has not been 
possible to make any comparison this year in the Income and ‘Expenditure 
Account, with that of the previous year. It may, however, be pointed out, that, 
while the total for last year was only £1,146 19s. 7d., that of the previous ten 
months was £951 9s. lld., and that there was an excess of expen liture over 
income of £51 5s. 7d., as against an excess of income over expenditure of 
£164 7s. 2d. for the previous ten months. Owing to the regrettable slump in 
trade towards the and of last year, a considerable number of our poorer com- 
munity became partially or totally unemployed, thus necessitating greatly 
jucreased grants being made, and new grants to those who in periods of good 
trade, are self supporting; with the result that the sum of £525 los. 6d., had to 
be expended in relief in addition to the special Holyday Relief, ascompared with 
£471 5s. 10d. for the previous ten months. ;

On Saturday afternoon, Mr. Lamond gave a Beethoven recital at the 
Queen's Hall. Opening with the fifteen beautifal variations of the Fugue 
(Eroica) Opus 33, he passed to the F Major Sonata Op. 10. In this 
beautifal yet simple work, Mr. Lamond gave yet another example of his 
complete understanding of an absorption in the mind of the great com- 
poser. The pure joie de vivre of the final Scherzo was one of the most 
inspiring things we have heard played for manya long day. The Funeral 
March Sonata Op. 26, with its majestic variations as a first movement, 
gave Mr. lamond fall scope for those qualities of soul for which Beet- 
hoven calls in his interpreters. Tho Funeral March, with its somewhat 
cynical pomp, was followed by that rondo movement, which Mr. Lamond 
played divinely. There are those who inevitably quote Beethoven as a 
positive artist, unaffected by the pessimism of degeneracy, and they base 
their view mainly on the scherzos and rondos he wrote. The rondo that 
foliows the Funeral March is as dewdrops and flowers on the grave of a 
beloved. But actually can there be anything crueller than this mani- 
festation of nature's heartlessness, of the eternal independence of her 
laws from our heart’s emotions’ The concert concluded with the Pathé- 
tique Sonata and Sonata Op. 111. And yet an insatiable audience insisted 
on an encore !—I,.B, 8. | 

Much music has been heard recently, both classical and modern. 
The increasing tendency of the latter school is apparently to produce 
as much noise as is possible on each instrument employed, any 
coherence of form or theme being found not in the musical score but 
in the programme of words it is supposed to illustrate. Viewed in this 
light “ Rout,” the new work of Arthur Bliss, performed at the first concert 
of the new Guild of Singers and Players last week at Steinway Hall, 
assumes some attempt at coherent thought. Mr. Edward Clarke, for his 
third programme at olian Hall; also included in his programme a new 
version of the above-mentioned work of Mr. Bliss. 

At Aolian Hall, a favourable impression was created by Mr. Isaac 
Losowsky at the first of his two violin recitals. His tone is inclined to be 
a little hard, but is eminently suited to the works chosen, among these 
being a Beethoven Sonata, the familiar Chaconne of Bach, and the group of 
lesser works. His programme for the 19th inst. is an interesting one, 
including as it does, Tartini’s G minor Sonata, that of Medtner in B minor, 
and a group of Italian works, thereby giving a wide range to the player's 
versatility. 

Another clever violinist was heard in Miss Lena Kontorowitsch, who 
made a welcome re-appearance on London concert platforms. She was 
heard to good advantage in a Sonata in D minor by Mr. Eugéne Goossens, 
the composer himself presiding at the piano. Miss Kontorowitsch’s tone 
has gained in vigour and expression, and her [playing gavegundoubted 
pleasure. 

Two recent concerts deserve especial mention. The Strolling Players 
Amateur Society at Queen’s Hall once more proved the ability of players 
whose art means much to them apart from the financial importance. The 
rhythmic precision and command of light and shade were finely displayed 
in the three somewhat “futurist” sketches of Howard Cadr, “Three 
beroes,” but still more so in Mendelssohn's Scotch Symphony. Conducted 
by Mr. Joseph Ivimey, much skill was displayed. The soloists were Miss 
Lillian Styles-Allen and Mr. Felix Salmond, the ‘cellist. 

The other concert of particular interest was that organised by 


Maestro Vittorio Rietti for the “ Friends of ltaly " Movement, at Wigmore 


Hall. In addition to beautifully contributing violin solos. by Beethoven 
And Kreisler, Mr. Rietti had splendid vocal assistance from Miss 
Guelda Dulay and Chev. Francesco Matania. A special feature of the 
programme, however, was “A Children’s Corner,” in. which six young 
pupils from the professor's violin studios demonstrated the excellence of 
his methods as well as their own possession of much individual talent, 
Ranging in age from eight to fourteen, none having had above nine months’ 
tuition, they exbibited those qualities of rhythm, attack, and undoubted 
gift for expression that did ample credit: both to pupil and master. 
Mention must be made of Masters Israel Treger and Morris Harris, two 
clever duettists, Master Henry Steinberg, Miss Annie Muskiron, and 
Master Robert Lewin. A clever item was the performance of works by six 
violins, the above-mentioned being joined by 8S.

AUNTIE’S CHAT. 


I wonder if any of you have ever heard of the 
“Zohar,” a book which has influenced & great 
many Jews in bygone times, and is still studied 
by many of our people with 4 reverence which 
it perhaps hardly deserves. 


THE ZOHAR. 


The word “Zohar” literally means brilliance 


or radiance. It was compiled by Moses de Leon, 
who lived in the twelfth century, but he pre- 
tended to have received the manuscript from 
Palestine, where, he declared, it had been 
unearthed. The historian, Graetz, bluntly 
describes it as a forgery. and he tells bow de 
Leon’s widow confessed to her husband's guilt. 
The “ Zohar,” which contains a good deal of non- 
sense, sets out with the idea that the Torah was 
not a mere historical record and collection of 
laws and prophecies but that the Almighty 
enshrined in it 4 number of hidden secrets which 
this book purports to reveal, through the famous 
Simon ben Yochai, who iq made to exalt himself 
certainly far above Moses. All the mysteries of 
heaven and the heavenly hosts are disclosed in 
flowery, though generally obscure, language, and 
there is certainly more ground for looking for 
hidden meanings in the “Zohar ” than there is in 
the Torah. 


THE CABBALISTS. 


Yet this book gave great delight to the Jews in 
the Middle Ages, because it appealed to their 
imagination and enabled them to indulge their 
wildest fancies. On the other band, it fostered 
superstition and made the text of the Bible the 
sport of often stupid critics, who read into every 
word and syllable meanings and ideas which are 
not there, and in that way distorted the real 
truth of the Bible. There are Jews even to-day 
who study the “ Zobar ” and glibly use its peculiar 
phraseology. There are some who see in it the 
forerunner of modern spiritualism, and believe 
that in its pages may be found the means of 
communicating with the dead.
